She Was Welcome at Hoyland’s. 


The police are trying to find out why the 
Morrison woman went to Hyde Park. She 
knew Mr. Hoyland’s address on the West 
Side and she expected to go there, as she had 
written to him within a week telling of her 
intended visit. She wrote a pleasant 
letter at the time and sent her 
photograph. She: had lived in Mr. 
Hoyland’s family for years as a domestic and 
she knew she was welcome there. Why she 
went to Hyde Park and what she was doing 
there no one understands. The theory is ad- 
vanced that she may have discovered her 
missing husband or the woman whom he is 
said to have since married. 

Mr. Hoyland is able to throw no light on 
that part of the question. -He was too ill to 
talk at length last night, but gave the dead 
woman’s sad history in brief. She was a 
hard working woman whose life held lit- 
tle joy. Her only aim in life 
seemed to be to secure a permanent 
home for her little boy. Hundreds of people 
who saw the littie body at the morgue yester- 
day declared it to be the most beautiful child 
they had ever seen. Both were poorly dressed, 
and the woman had given up her warmer 
clothing to keep the child warm. She must 
have been driven to the extreme of desperation. 
The manner in which she strangled the child 
while it: clung to her screaming could be 
nothing less than awact of frenzy and despair. 
Her features still bear the mark of a dement- 
ed mind. 

In the grewsome basement known as Ral- 
ston’s Morgue at No. 5437 Lake avenue the 
bodies of the murderess and suicide and her 
victim lay all day on the stone slabs side by 
side. Scores of women actuated only by 
morbid curiosity forced their way through 
the crowd of loungers to catch a glimpse of 
the dead. They flocked to the morgue as 
if it was a bargain counter or some 
like feminine attraction.. All declared they 
had *‘seen that face somewhere,”’ but when 
called upon to testify at the Coroner’s in- 
quest few could describe the woman’s appear.

SAYS HE SAW DURRANT AT THE CHURCH 


Damaging Testimony Given and to Be Given 
Against the Medical Student. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 23.—When the 
preliminary examination of W. H. T. Dur- 
rant, the medical student accused of out- 
raging and murdering Miss Marion Will- 
iams in Emanuel Baptist Church the night 
of April 12, is resumed tomorrow morning 
there will be a new witness who will give 
most damaging evidence against him. J. B. 
P. Hodgson, who lives within a few doors of 
the church, says. on the night in question he 
saw a young man and a young lady at the 
church gate. Their appearance as described 
by him tallies with that of the accused and 
the dead girl. As Hodgson passed them the 
young man looked him square in the face. 
Durrant was brought up from his cell. As 
he faced Hodgson the latter said: ‘‘ Thatis 
the face—that is the man. Iam sure of it.”’ 

The most damaging evidence as to Dur- 
rant’s character is that of Miss Lucille 
Turner, one of Durrant’s Sunday-school 
mates. They were both members of the 
Christian Endeavor Society. Durrant had 
walked home from church With her several 
times. Miss Turner said that on one occa- 
sion Durrant had proposed a‘mmedical exam- 
ination and he suggested a place in the 
church. Miag.Turner told her aunt of the 
conversation” with Durrant.

In half an hour’s time Frank Ko- 
walski was found hiding ina shed. He made 
a desperate fight, but was overpowered and 
placed in the patrol wagon. Behind a pile 
of boxes and barrels in the shed the officers 


‘found eighteen watches and three gold rings 


which it is supposed were hid there by Ko- 
walski. 

Theodore Kowalski was also soon found. 
He had taken refuge in a barn and near him 
were found thirteen watches, several rings, 
and ten pairs of cuff buttons. At the station 
when they were searched the officers found 
another gold watch in the possession of 
Frank Kowalski and an odd cuff button, 
evidently belonging to the same pair, was 
found on each. The watch and pair of cuff 
buttons were identified by John Mendelkow- 
ski of No. 755 Dixon street. He said that 
yesterday morning at 8 o’clock the two Ko- 
walskis held him up at Milwaukee avenue 
and Dixon street and took the watch and 
cuff buttons away from him.

Kraus Takes a Shot at Mann. 


Adolph Kraus then took the floor and said: 

There have been so many amendments and 
substitutes introduced here by some that 1 believe 
hardly any member knows what the substitutes 
or amendments are. Some. like Mr. Mann’s,were 
introduced simply for the purpose of making this 
meeting ridiculous, and not with the expectation 
that they would be adopted. and therefore are not 
entitled to consideration. [ believe the entire 
queation is the original motion—the only question 
before the house now.

Sigmund Zeisler Hits Silver, 


Sigmund Zeisler said: 

In my opinion, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen,

I do know this, and 
I believe every man in the least familiar‘with 
this question knows it, that the ratio of 16 to | 
was the ratio provided by the laws of the coun- 
try and I believe that the money should be re- 
stored upon that ratio and then if they do not cir- 
culate together the ratio should be changed until 
they will. [Applause.} I understand perfectly 
well that gold and silver circulate as commodi- 
ties and cannot circulate any other way and that 
from time to time over long periods of:time it 
may be necessary to change the ratio in the fut- 
ure, as it has been in the past, but silver should 
ticrst be restored to the position in which it was 
found. Thenifthey do not circulate together 
the ratio should be changed, but in changing it 
I say to the money changers that they shail not 
be simply made the silver dollar larger, but they 
must make the gold dollar smaller, too. That is 
equity, change both of them to bring about the 
result. There are men to whom the commonest 
principles of equity are so foreign that they can- 
not understand it except with a sneer. 


Hopkins Resolution Is Lost. 


At this point ex-Mayor Hopkins introduced 
the following resolution, adopted by the Hli- 
nois Democratic State convention at Spring® 
field June 27, 1894, under the caption ** Goid 
and Silver,’’ and it tailed to pass: 

We declare our loyalty to that time-honored 
principle of the Democratic party which favors 
honest money—tbe gold and silver.coinage pro- 
vided by the Constitution of the United States, 
and a currency convertible in such coinage withb- 
out loss to the - holder. We insist that 
justice to all citizens requires a _ strict 
adherence to this Democratic principle, and they 
demand that the government shall spare no effort 
to bring about a proper ratio between the values 
of gold and silver, so that parity may. be main- 
tained between the two metals and all mints 
thrown open to free coinage. Wedeclare that 
this has for years been a cardinal doctrine of the 
Democratic party, and they denounce the Repub- 
lican party for its constant and persistent efforts 
to demonetize silver and thus increase all public 
and private debts. 

After a great deal of discussion the original 
resolution offered by Mr. Gregory was passed 
by a rising vote.

Democrats Are Fast Lining Up Against 
Their Free Silver Brethren. 
Business commenced to boom at the Hon- 
est Money League headquarters yesterday. 
The Finance committee discussed plans for 
raising funds.

CONTROLLER ECKELS DECLINES. 


By Cabinet Advice He Refuses a Flatter. 
ing Offer from Mr. Kohlsaat. 

Controller Eckels yesterday declined a most 
flattering offer to leave the government serv- 
ice and enter the ranks of journalism. H. H. 
Kohlsaat,the new owner of the Chicago Times- 
Herald, recognizing in Mr. Eckels one of the 
financial lights ef the Democratic party, and 
of the administration, offered him a salary of 
$8,000—nearly twice as large as that paid by 
tne government—to come to Chicago and be- 
come financial editor of the Times-Herald.

THE*INJURED ONES. 


The Animal, a Newfoundland, Is Chained 
' and They Throw Stones at Him-En- 
raged He Springs and Breaks His Chain 
He Attacks Gundlach, Who Escapes, 
but the Other Boy Is Downed and Se- 
verely HurteThe Animal Not Thought 

to Be Mad, 


Two small boys were severely bitten last 
night by a Newfoundland dog owned by 
Theodore Klotz, No. 962 Milwaukee avenue. 
Only for the prompt assistance rendered by 
Policeman Henning one of the boys proba- 
bly would have been torn to pieces. The in- 
jured are: 

GUNDLACH, LOUIS, 8 years old. No. 40 Bowen 
aventie, bitten about the face. 

SIMON, PAUL. 7 years old, No. 40 Bowen ave- 
nue, bitten about the hips. 

It was just before 6 o’clock when the two 
boys went in the yard where the dog was 
chained. One of them threw a stone at the 
animal and the dog jumped and broke the 
steel chain with which it was fastened. The 
boys ran, but the dog was quick and leaping 
at Gundlach bit him in the face. The little 
fellow screamed at the top of his voice and 
ran into a hallway, thus saving himself 
from another attack. Paul Simon was run- 
ning in another direction, but the dog started 
after him and threw him to the ground. 

The dog had its teeth buried in the boy’s 
fiesh when Policeman Henning came to the 
rescue. It required several blows with the 
policeman’s club before the dog would loosen 
its hold. 

In the meantime the owner of the dog and 
many neighbors had assembled. The boys 
were taken in a police ambulance to their 
homes and a physician summoned, who cau- 
terized their wounds. The injuries, while 
painful, are not considered serious unless 
the dog proves to be mad. Mr. Klotz was 
ordered to chain up the animal securely, and 
it will be watched. The owner thought the 
animal was not mad. 


ONE LITTLE BOY SHOOTS ANOTHER. 


Joseph Morrisey Wounded by His Com- 
panion, William Penfold. 

Joseph Morrisey, a Western Union messen- 
ger boy 17 years old, was shot and slightly 
wounded by William Penfold, 18 years old, 
at Canal and Twenty-ninth streets last 
evening.

Trust Allegations, 

Omaha, Neb., April 23.—The Omaha Live 
Stock Exchange today censured Secretary 
Morton for his ‘‘ erroneous idea, which is at 
present working to the great detriment of 
the cattle interests of the country, in creat- 
ing a-wrong. impression as to the relative 
cost of cattle. and beef.’’ | 

A resolution was also reported calling at- 
tention to the fact that during the first three 
months of the present year cattle receipts 
at Chicago, with a full corn crop in Illinois, 
Indiana, and adjacent territory, fell off 17 
per cent as against 1894; Kansas City’s re- 
ceipts fell off 13 per cent, notwithstanding 
a big increase in Texas shipments, and 
Omaha, in the very heart of the drought- 
stricken country, fell off 32 per cent on ac- 
count of this shortage; cattle prices ad- 
vanced from $1 to $2 per 100, as compared 
with a year ago, and the higher prices for 
heef naturally followed. The members of 
the exchange regard the present depression 
in cattle values as only temporary, as the 
indications are that the next three months 
of the year will witness a further reduction 
in available cattle supplies of fully 50 per 
cent. They are satisfied there can be no 
combine possible among the beef packers, 

Washington, D. C., April 23.—Secretary 
Morton was shown the resolutions adopte 
by the St. Louis Live Stock Exchange depre- 
cating the “agitation’’ about the alleged 
packers’ combine. “Tf the agitation, as 
they term it,’’ said he, “has caused a de- 
cline in the price of cattle on the hoof, why 
is it thata similar calamity has not occurred 
in the price of dressed beef? .It remains the 
same and in some cases évén higher.

Aged Widow Loses Her Suit to Recover 
Land: Worth $100,000. 

New York, April 23.—Considerable testi- 
mony was taken in the special term of the 
Supreme Court in Brooklyn before Judge 
Cullen today in the action brought by Mrs. 
Caroline E. Girty against the Standard Oil 
company to recover certain landed proper- 
ty in Cteveland, O.,’ which it is alleged was 
deeded to the company as the result of fraud 
and duress. , 

The plaintiff testified that in 1883 her hus- 
band, George W. Girty, since dead, admitted 
he had embezzled a large sum of money be- 
longing to the Standard Oil company, by 
which he was employed, and that if resti- 
tution was not made he would be arrested. 
He further said before he would submit to 
this he would kill her and himself. Mrs. 
Girty says she agreed to become security 
for the amount embezzled, which she was 
informed was something like $250,000. She 
signed cértain papers in 1892 and later she 
learned she had signed an absolute deed of 
conveyance for property worth $100,000. 

Later her husband denied he had ever em- 
bezzled any money belonging to his employ- 
ers. The Standard Oil company counsel 
moved to dismiss the complaint. He said 
the defendant admitted the transfer of prop- 
erty, but denied the fraud. He said Girty 
had embezzled $278,000, that he confessed 
the embezzlement, and that the plaintiff re- 
quested the company to allow him to make 
restitution and save his good name. She 
surrendered her property voluntarily and 
Girty was continued in the company’s em- 
ploy, but not ina position of responsibility.

POINTS ON THE CIGARET ORDINANCE, 


Some Dealers Want It Enforced, Others 
Say It Cannot Be Done. 

There is interest among tobacco dealers 
about the probable outcome of an attempt to 
enforce the cigaret ordinance. An order to 
push it may reach the Police Department 
any day. Some retailers will, however, not 
eare much if the sale of cigarets were 
stopped, provided no discrimination were 
made in favor of any dealers. At the store 
of W. F. Monroe, Dearborn street, it was 
said yesterday that the stopping of the traf- 
fic in cigarets would increase the sale of ci- 
gars andtobacco. At the office of the Amer-‘ 
ican Tobacco company,which controls large- 
ly the output of cigarets, it was said that the 
ordinance was a farce and could not be en- 
forced. At the store of J. and B. Moos 
it was said that complete enforcement of 
the ordinance was impossible because the 
costly services of a chemist would be neces-_ 
sary to determine whether proscribed ingre-* 
dients were present, and the fact that a cer- 
tain ingredient was found in one box of 
cigarets could not be used as evidence 
against another box, even though it were of 
the same brand. ‘“ All tobacco,”’ said Mr. 
Moos, “‘ except that in cigars contains gly- 
cerine or sugar. Otherwise the tobacco 
would dry up and become too brittle for use. 
Now, if glycerine be injurious it hurts as 
much in tobacco smoked in a pipe as in any 
other form.” Mayor Swift took no action 
yesterday in reference tothe ordinance. He 
said, however, it was his intention to look 
into the matter at once. 


TO ADVANCE BYE AND RYE FLOUR, 


Corner at Cincinnati to Make a Sharp.At- 
tack on Prices Today. 

Cincinnati, O., April 23.—It is currently re- 
ported here the corner in rye and rye flour 
will try to advance prices tomorrow to $1 per 
bushel and $4 per barrel.

Houston, Tex., April 23.—Negroes who 
were lured from their homes in Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and Texas on 
promises of an easy life and eventual inde- 
pendence are held in wretched slavery by the 
men who formulated the scheme ana obtained 
‘from the Mexican Government the land on 
which they are settled. According to the 
story of some who have escaped there are 
1,200 men, woren, and children in the col- 
ony, poorly fed and housed, kept under 
armed guard, and worked under a system of 
slavery worse than that experienced by Rus-~ 
sian exiles. e 


PLAN TO CATCH THE TAX-DODGERS. 


New Assessment Bill Reduces the Rate of 
Taxation One-Half. 

The assessment bill prepared by the Civic 
Federation and the Revenue committee of 
the Real Estate Board provides for redu- 
cing the rates of taxation one-half.

DECISION IN A NOTED PATENT CASE, 


Cowles Electric Smelting Company Is De- 
feated in Its Suit. 

Cleveland, O., April 23.—An opinion has 
been handed down by U. 8S. Circuit Judge 
Taft which decides a famous patent case 
which has been in court for a number of 
years. The suit was brought by Francis 
Lowry, executor of the estate of Grosvenor 
Lowrey. executor of the estate of Grosvenor 
Smelting and Aluminum company and Alan- 
son T. Osborn. The defendants claimed they 
had the right of two patents by assignment 
from Charles Bradley for a process of sep- 
arating metals, particularly aluminum, 
from their ores by the use ef an electric cur- 
rent, both to fuse and electrolyze the ores. 
They claimed that they came into posses- 
sion of the patents by virtue of a sale to 
Alanson T. Osborn, who was said to have 
assigned the right to the Cowles Electric 
Smelting and Aluminum company. The 
‘plaintiffs, on the other hand, alleged Brad- 
ley sold and assigned the patent right to 
them and that they held letters patent at 
the department in Washington. The Cowles 
people also held letters patent’ and the 
suit was to determine which party was 
guilty of infringement. Judge -Taft in a 
voluminous opinion held the defendants had 
infringed and were not entitled to letters 
patent. He granted the plaintiffs a perpet- 
ual injunction restraining the defendants 
from usjng the patent rights and ordered 
the lettefs patent held by the Cowles people 
canceled and declared void.

WOULD BE OF BENEFIT TO THE CITY. 


_ . Ald. Madden Speaks of His Plan to Reorgan- 
ize Police Justice System. 

Ald. Madden .said yesterday that the-pur- 
pose of the resolution which he got through 
the Céuncil Monday evening relating to the 
preparfation of an ordinance directing that 
‘Police Magistrates shall deyote all of their 
time to the city without fees was simply the 
foundation for’ a reorganization of this 
branch of the city government. Jt is Ald. 
Madden’s idea that Police Magistrates and 
civil Justices should be separated. 

"I have not given the matter as much at- 
tention as I intend/to,”’ he said, ‘“‘but I believe 
that at-least two of the police courts should 
* be run continuously. I think it would bea 
matter of great convenience to the Police 
Department, as well as the unfortunate peo- 
ple who are arraigned on various charges, if 
the Harrison Street Station court, Desplaines 
street, and possibly Chicago avenue were in 
sessiOh “night and day. As it is now, an of- 
ficér "who is on duty at night takes his pris- 
- oner to the station and then has to appear at 

the court the next morning when the case 
is called. It would be a great saving of time 
if the prisoner could be given an immediate 
hearing or an opportunity to give bail with- 
out being committed toa cell. | 

“But this is not where the benefit to the 
city would come in, It is my opinion the fee 
eystem should be abolished so far as Police 
Jugtices are concerned, and that they should 
‘be given a fair salary and required to devote 
all their time to the city’s business. Last 
«year the city received a revenue of $54,000 
from fines. If all the fees in such cases went 
to the city the annual revenue from this 
source would amount to $150,000. All incli- 
nation to push cases to get the fees would 
be removed, and I believe many of the ob- 
jectionable features attending the present 
system would be overcome. The court 
should be in session night and day, and the 
patrol wagons could take their prisoners to 
the stations where the courts are in session.

in an Asylum for Insane. 

Pender, Neb., April 23.—[Special.]—The In- 
dians on the Winnebago and Omaha reser- 
vations are eagerly watching for develop- 
ments in the litigation over leases between 
the Federal representative, Capt. Beck, and 
the Flournoy Land company, They are 
quiet, but apparently restlees. Their line 
of couriers is constantly on the move. They 
carry information almost as rapidly as it 
is transmitted by the agency telegraph wire. 
J. A. Wiltz, a citizen of Pender, today said 
that while the Interior Department doubt- 
less intends to force the settlers off and 
lease the lands through Capt. Beck, as repre- 
sentative, the case would be eventually 
settled in the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Wiltz regretted the fact that many 
of the Indians had been armed with rifles, 
and if they became incited officially it might 
have a bloody sequel. ; 

Capt. Beck denies the rumor that he would 
take advantage of the absence of the land 
company officials and have his Indian police 
eviet the settlers. Wiltz says if such a pro- 
cedure was attempted it would be by men 
fully prepared for such an emergency. Wiltz 
asserts that the capture of Sheriff Mullin 
was what aroused the entire community 
and that people who were not interested in 
the land squabble resented the arrest of the 
Sheriff by Indian police. ° 

‘“T am not backward about acknowledging 
myself to be a squaw man,” said President 
John 8. Lemmon of the Flournoy Live Stock 
company today. ‘* The secret of the present 
difficulty on the Winnebago Reservation is 
the disposition on the part of the Indian 
Bureau to maintain the agency system. 
The Dawes act, allotting lands in severalty 
to Indians, was passed in 1887. In 1888 the 
allotments in severalty were made to the 
Winnebagos under that act. Our conten- 
tion is that under that act every Winnebago 
Indian was made a citizen; and had the same 
right to lease his lands as any other citizen 
of the United States has. In 1889 and 1800 
I individually leased 26,000 acres. In 1890 
the Flournoy company was organized, and 
the leases originally made. for five years 
were renewed for five years, and were not 
affected by the act subsequently passed pro- 
viding that leases from Indians holding 
lands in severalty should be ratified by the 
Interior Department. Any tenants holding 
under our company will vacate as soon as 
served with an order of the court to that ef- 
fect. 

Does Not Fear an Outbreak. 

‘* All this talk about an outbreak is bosh. 
The Indians are favorable to our company, 
because they know our tenants are increas- 
ing the value of their lands by cultivating 
them, besides paying them five cents an 
acre more than Farley, who has many thou 
sands of acres of the Omahas’, is paying, 
and who is not improving the lands, but 
leaving them unbroken prairie and using 
the land for grazing purposes, though under 
a lease commended by Beck.”’ 

Lincoln, Neb., April 23.—(Special.]—Not- 
withstanding the confident assertions of in- 
terested parties that the Winnebago and 
Omaha Indian Reservations will be the 
scene of an Indian uprising if the litigation 
over the leasing of lands is not settled atan 
early date, it is considered rather indefinite 
now when the injunction suits will come up 
in the Federal Court or whether they will 
be heard in Lincoln or in Omaha, This aft- 
ernoon District Attorney Sawyer appeared 
before Judges Dundy and Riner, sitting to- 
gether, and asked that the cases be taken up 
and disposed -of. He argued that the situa- 
tion on the reservation was serious and that 
in his opinion something should be done at 
once in regard to it.

His fiddle and bow never rested 
from the time we unhitched the horses and 
ate our fried Bacon at the campfire unt@# late 
in the night. His music awoke something 
more than echoes of the glen, however.

South Water street, Chicago’s kitchen 
garden, at this season is in a state of great 
activity. Everybody connected with the 
fruit and vegetable business this year is 
happy because of the fine prospects. A man 
who has been connected with the street for 
years said yesterday: “‘Never within my 
recollection have the fruits and vegetables 
been so uniformly fine.”’ 

He lays it all to the steady, even spring; no 
blizzards to kill early plants and buds, and 
no heavy floods of sudden rain. 

“Of all the strawberries which I have 
shipped this year,’~ he continued, “not a 
crate has spoiled of turned out bad. And 
the prospect is fine for an enormous crop of 
fruit of all kinds.’’ 

The keeping quality of fruits and vege- 
tables is the one point of worry with the 
commission men. Vegetables of all kinds at 
this season of the year are shipped in here 
from the South and are again reshipped in 
smaller quantities to other cities and towns. 
And it is the keeping quality rather than the 
abundance of an article that regulates the 
prices. 

In Scalpers’ how. 

There is a quarter of the street known as 
“ Scalpers’ row,”’ where often good articles 
are sold at cut prices. Scalpers are a class 
of.men who are willing to sell for a less 
profit than the retail grocer. This is the lo- 
cality frequented by the smart boarding- 
house. keeper and the steward from the 
cheaper hotels. But it takes one thorough- 
ly versed in the business of detecting signs 
of coming dissolution both in meats and 
vegetables. It also requires some one who 
knows how to drive a shrewd bargain or 
they may find themselves paying a bigger 
price than they would have paid at their 
own market. Many a woman has made this 
discovery after a tiresome, hot morning. 

The general prices this year are recorded 
as somewhat lower than last year at, this 
season. But the loss in shipping is so much 
less that the profits are greater than last 
year in proportion. 

Strawberries come very fine from Louis- 
isiana, Mississippi, and Tennessee. They 
come in crates, 24 pints, at $2.50, and retail 
at 15 cents a pint, or 24-quart cases at $4.50, 
and rétail at about 24 cents. Beans and 
peas come from Florida at $2.50 per bushel, 
and retail at 12% cents a quart. Radishes 
are of two kinds—home-grown, which sell 
at 60 cents per dozen bunches, and those 
from Mississippi, at 25 cents. The differ- 
ence in price is because the home-grown are 
pulled younger and are firm and crisp, not 
pithy. Those who take a dose of cucumbers 
now are likely to pay high for it, but they 


| have this satisfaction: 


Cucumbers from Boston. 
The cucumbers come from Boston. The 
last winter killed the vines in Louisiana, 
where the supply generally comes from. 


They were under sash, but there was no pro- 


vision for artificial heat and the unprece- 
dented cold spell killed them. Boston was 
the next best market. 

Asparagus, or “** grass’’ as they call it, is 
abundant at $1.15 per one-third bushel box 
or three bunches for 2 cents, retail. Toma- 
toes are so scarce that their price is almost 
anything that extravagant epicures will 
pay. Lettuce and onions are abundant and 
cheap. 

The California oranges have gained ad- 
vantage of the Floridas by the cold weather, 
- latter being scarcely in the market at 
all. 

Lemonade, at least the kind made of 
lemons, threatens to be scarce this summer. 
The only lemons to be had come from Italy 
and are not of an extra quality owing to the 
drought there. Pineapples from Cuba are 
beginning to come in and are sound and fine.

PULLMAN COMPANY THINKS ITs 
TENANTS WILL DO THIS. 


Work of Evicting ex-Employes of the Big 
Car Company Goes on with Great De- 
liberation=OQne Man, Served with a No- 
tice to Get Out, Packs His Things and 
Moves, Saving the Company the Trouble 

5 of Putting Him Out= Colonization 
Plans Are Discussed, ; 


The work of evicting the ex-employés of 
the Pullman company from the homes they 
have occupied for years, and for the last 
year without paying rent, proceeds with 
great deliberation. Until yesterday some of 
the Pullman officers denied that any suits 
had been begun, or any notices served, ex- 
cept the single case of E. C. Holmes, No. 6 
One Hundred and Twelfth street, who owed 
$280 for rent. Judgment was got against 
him before Justice Wilder April 18, and the 
writ of restitution would have been issued 
yesterday if Holmes had not quietly packed 
up and moved away. 

But it was discovered yesterday that this 
was not the only suit the company has 
brought against its tenants lately There are 
three others pending before Justice Wilder 
which will be tried at 9 a, m. April 29. The 
names of the defendants are William Davis, 
No. 219 Stephensgn street, who owes $327; 
Alexander Ward, No. 200 Watt street, who 
owes $527; and Dennis Hastings, No. 113 
Watt street, who owes $244. Constable 
Steenberger said he had probably twenty 
more five-day notices to serve, and the prob- 
ability is that at least that many more suits 
will be begun. No writ of restitution can be 
isgued until five days after judgment, or be- 
fore May 4. The officers of the company say 
it will not be necessary to serve the writs 
when got, but that the tenants will all move 
out, as Holmes did, and save the company 
the disagreeable necessity. It was rumored. 
in Pullman yesterday that all rents were to 
be reduced one-third, and that several new 
industries would soon move into the town 
and require a large number of workmen. 
But no one could be found to father the 
rumor, 


Talk of the Colonies. 

The Rey. John Rusk, the Rev. Thomas H. 
M. Coghlan, and the Rev. George Mitchell, 
constituting the committee appointed by 
the Homeseekers’ Association’s meeting 
last Monday to go to Pullman and investi- 
gate the colonization schemes of the ex- 
strikers, performed that duty faithfully 
yesterday. During the morning they visit- 
ed the Pullman tenement houses and saw 
the way the tenants lived, and in the after- 
nvon and evening respectively met with the 
two colonization societies in a hall in Rose- 
land and heard them tell their stories. The 
object. was to ascertain their connection 
with the Pullman works and their general 
claims to pecuniary assistance in reaching 
their new homes in the Gulf States. 

The members of the committee had noth- 
ing good to say for the dwellings they visit- 
ed in Pullman. They thought them costly, 
squalid, and especially unsanitary. They 
commented severely on the fact that the 
hydrant that supplied all the families of a 
terement house was situated at the farther 
end of a community toilet-room. Their 
visits, were made at random, however, and 
not to the houses of the proposed colonists. 

The afternoon was devoted to a meeting 
of the Alabama Colonization Association 
at Meeteren’'s Hallin Roseland. There were 
present over sixty persons, only a few being 
women and children. This association sent 
a prospecting committee through seven 
States to hunt up a location for a colony, 
and has pitched upon a place called Floma- 
ten, in Alabama, near the Florida line. It 
is on the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
sixty miles from Pensacola, Fla. The land 
is high and sandy, and produces everything 
except wheat, rye, and barley. The climate 
is extremely healthy, the water is good, 
there are no negroes, and the people nearly 
all come from Ohio, Great inducements 
were offered the committee.

The meeting was addressed briefly by the 
Rev. Mr. Carwardine, by the member of the 
visiting committee, and by the Rev. Mr. 
Pike and the Rev. Mr.Lindeblad. Then ques- 
tions were asked, and answered by standing, 
as to the antecedents of those present. in 
this way it was learned that among those 
present were two Hollanders, two Irishmen, 
six Englishmen, eight Scandinavians, fif- 
teen Germans, and eleven native-born Amer- 
icans. Thirty-eight had worked ‘at some 
time in Pullman; eleven still resided there; 
five of these had received notices to leave 
their houses; ten had moved out:of Pullman 
since the strike; fifteen living in Gano and 
Kensington had received notices to leave 
their houses; thirty-one had at some time 
been farmers; and twenty-five had asked 
for work at Pullman and been refused. 

In the evening the committee had a similar 
interview at the game place with the Mutual 
Colonigation Society. Similar addresses 
were made and it was elicited that there 
were present one Scotchman, one Scandina- 
vian, one Hollander, two Germans, three 
Englishmen, and thirty-four native-born 
Americans. Out of this party twenty-two 
were ex-employes at Pullman, eleven live 
there yet, seven had moved away from there, 
fifteen had been refused work there, and 
three had received notices to quit their 
houses. 

The committee called for brief addresses, 
and several of the men gave affecting ac- 
counts of their poverty and privations. They 
said they had been blacklisted not only at 
Pullman but all over Chicago for their par- 
ticipation in the strike. 

These meetings concluded without any ac- 
tion being taken. The committee will report 
today to the Homeseekers’ Association, but 
what will then be done they do not know. 
The men belonging to these colonization so- 
cieties are in earnest, and are anxiously 
awaiting the decision of their friends, 


DESCRIBES THE STRANGLING SCENE, 


Mrs. Pauline Brixes Gives Graphic Testi- 
mony in the Denver Case. 
Denver, Colo., April 23.—({Special.]—Mrs. 
Pauline Brixes and husband, who came here 
two years ago from Chicago, were the most 
important. witnesses of the State in the 
strangler case today. Their appearance 
called for an objection from the defense on 
the ground that their names had not been in- 
dorsed on the list of witnesses for the guid- 
ance of the prisoners’ counsel, but the court 

refused to exclude their testimony. 
Mrs. Brixes told how Demady, the defend- 


lena Tapper and described how the strang- 
ling occurred. Mrs. Brixes gave a dramatic 
demonstration of the scene at her house 
when the prisoner was describing the death 
struggle. She stood up and thrust out her

The question is often asked, why is not the 
Chicago road race made an even twenty 
milés instead of nineteen andafraction, In 
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method for the prevention of smoke could be 
found, and also expressed our purpose to 
find one that would, by its efficiency and 
cheapness, both in first cost and main- 
tenance, render it a commercial necessity 
rather than a luxury, as has heretofore been 


the case. 

With this end in view we made a thorough 
study of the subject, examining each device 
as offered, and our conclusions were: That, 
to prevent smoke, perfect combustion must 
take place in the furnace; that to-secure per- 
fect combustion fuel must be fed slowly and 
continuously, and the volatile gases, as fast 
as released, must be mixed with and ex- 
ploded by the proper amount of air (oxygen). 
We found in Dayton, O., a device in use by 
the Stoddard Mfg. Co. of that city whici 
combined the very. features above men- 
tioned. The stoker is known as the Ameri- 
can Underfeed Mechanical Stoker. We pur- 
chased two, and herewith present two views 
as showing the general appearance and me- 
chanical construction. 

The stoker consists of a hopper capable of 
holding 100 pounds of coal placed between 
the ash-pit doors, occupying but twenty- 
tour inches of space in front of the boiler 
and allowing the doors free swing. Directly 
beneath the hopper is an incased gear driv- 
ing a ‘‘ worm,” which enters the furnace 
by an opening but nine inches in diameter 
in the boiler front. Within the front is a 
V-shaped coal-bed, three feet wide at the 
top, two feet deep, and extending the length 
of the grate bars. Along the top of the coal- 
bed on each side is placed a row of heavy 
iron blocks, called ** tuyere blocks,’’ through 
which the air is discharged into the coal. 
The coal fed into the hopper is conveyed 
into the coal retort by a steel conveyer, and 
when there is evenly distributed and raised 
in a body to the level of the “* tuyeres.”’ 

As the coal slowly approaches the fire 
above it becomes hot, the volatile gases are 
released, and mixing with a supply of air 
from the tuyeres are exploded into a flame. 
This air is supplied proportionately to the 
amount of coal fed, and at a mild pressure. 
The gases having been drawn from the coal, 
we have coke, and this being pushed up by 
the continuous feeding from beneath 
spreads over the entire grate surface, thor- 
cughly charged by the air and intensely hot. 

It can be readily understood how impossi- 
ble it is for smoke-producing gases to pass 
through this coke bed and not be consumed, 
The combustion of the fuel is complete. The 
non-combustible in the coal is removed in 
the.shape of small vitrified clinkers. 

The clinkers are pushed to the side grates 
by the continuous feeding of the coal from 
beneath, and removed. in two minutes. The 
action of the coal under continuous feeding 
is very beneficial. The coal is always in ac- 
tion—breathing—and the air penetrates it 
thoroughly. Large clinkers are an impossi- 
bility, ‘as the movement in the coal-prevents 
their formation. The rate of feeding the 
coal is regulated by the lever seen in front 
of the coal hopper. Six different speeds are 
obtainable, and coal may be fed at a rate of 
from twenty-five to 1,500 pounds per hour. 
The fireman has but to regulate the feeding, 
and the air delivered; his only duty is then 
to keep his hopper full. In our plant we 
bring our coal directly from a coal bunker, 
and never handle our coal., 

The power to actuate the stoker and drive 
a small blower is derived from a small up- 
right engine, which, with the blower, forms 
part of each equipment. Two per cent de- 
ducted from the gross saving is a liberal al- 
lowance for the cost of operating the en- 
gine apd blower. The ability to forcea 
boiler ,is unlimited, as there is no depend- 
ence on natural draft. In applying the 
stoker there is no tearing down of boiler 
fronts or interior. A hole nine-inches in 


diameter between the ashpit doors allows. 


entrance to the conveyor, and the coal-bed 
is set by displacing enough grate bars to 
give it entrance. Under ordinary circum- 
stances any boiler can be equipped and put 
in running order within twelve hours. 

The stoker is by no means an experiment. 
For six months four stokers have been run 
and tested under every condition by: the 
Stoddard Manufacturing company of Day- 
ton, O. Evaporation tests show a saving of 
over 20 per cent in every case, and an in- 
crease of boiler capacity of 40 percent. The 
fuel used was a cheap grade of nut and 
slack. The effect of the stoker on a boiler 
cannot but be beneficial. 

The chief source of damage to a boiler is 
the continued o ing of the fire-doors un- 
der hand firing and te admission of cold 
blasts of air on the hot boiler surfaces. The 
stoker avoids this and the even temperature 
benefits both the boiler and enables the fire- 
man to hold a steady pressure of steam. 

We find that the “ American * not only 
stops smoke but maltes so great a saving in 
the fuel as to make it a commercial necessi- 
ty. The first cost is very low and the equip- 
ment soon pays for itself. The cost of 
maintenance is practically confined to re- 
newing the tyere blocks, perhaps once a 
year, at cast-iron prices. This is cheaper 
than maintaining grate bars. No mechan- 
ical part of the stoker ever becomes hot, 
and its motion is so slow as to allow of no 
friction.

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DEATH 18 HIS REFUGE 


EX-LIEUTENANT OF THE AUSTRIAN 
ARMY OOMMITS SUICIDE, 


Ludwig Grossman, Jilted by the Lass He 
Loved and Despondent and Briendless 
in a Strange Country, Kills Himeelf by 
Inhaling Cias in a North Side Hotele 
Comes to America to Live Down @ Love 
Affair, but Finds the Task a Hopeless 
One, 


Jilted by the girl he loved and despofident 
because he was without monef or friends in 
America was what led Ludwig Grossman, an 
ex-Lieutenant in the Austrian army, to end 
his life.

They are determined 
to force the taxpayers of the drainage dis- 
trict to add six or seven million dollars to 
the bill as originally drawn: Ottawa is hav- 
ing a great time just no w. Her states- 


men are prancing about making all 
the annoyance they can to Chica- 
go. -They need ~not_ feel _ sore if 


at some day in the future Chicago retaliates. 
One of the grand divisions of the Supreme 
Court was located in Ottawa years ago and 
has been there ever since. The residents of 
Ottawa seem to regard it as a fixture. It 
has no business to be there atall. It ought 
to be in Chicago, where it belongs. 
Some day Chicago will make a demand 
for it ahd get it. Mr. Duffy is 
the clerk of that court and he is 
Jikely to be remembered by the delegation 
from Cook County in the Republican con- 
vention that will nominate his successor. 

Senator Humphrey, who is one of the 
stanch friends of the drainage bill, is absent 
from the city. He has been called to Min- 
neapolis by the illness of one of his children. 
He will not be here tomorrow,and it is barely 
possible the matter may go over another 
week. 

Representative Elisworth today intro- 
duced in the House a bill providing for the 
construction of a ship canal, the full text of 
which appears below. The same measure 
was introduced in the Senate by Senator 
Bogardus. Opinion is much divided as to 
its purposé. Some people seem to think it 
is all right and that its passage would be in 
the interest of greatimprovement. Others 
declare emphatically it is a menace to the 
drainage bill and intended to make the 
measure for the completion of that im- 
provement dependent on the bill introduced 
today. It is unnecessary to add there isa 
decided “disposition among the members 
of the Legislature to oppose any Dill 
for the making of a ship canal which 
is a national improvement with 
money derived from taxing the people 
of the State of Illinois. The better opinion 
seems to be that the Ellsworth bill is in 
some shape or other a rider on the measure 
drawn by the Drainage Trustees. The peo- 
ple of Illinois would be delighted to do their 
part toward the ship canal, but they would 
not be pleased to pay taxes aggregating $40,- 
000,000‘ or $50,000,000 for any such work, par- 
ticularly at this time when money is hard to 
ee 

The Drainage Commissioners are not here 
but are expected in the morning. They think 
they have enough votes in the Senate io 
carry their bill along, and table the substi- 
tute drawn by the valley people. It is going 
to be a pretty close fight, and as indicated 
above, a postponement for a week may 
occur, owing to Senator Humphey’s un- 
avoidable absence. 


The Elisworth-Bogardus Bill.

Such 
cases are given preference in order of hear- 
ing over all others. Courts have at all 
times the power to make and enforce orders 
for the preservation and production of bal- 
lots, books, papers, and all evidence that 
may bear upon the contest. If it becamea 


Without unnecessary delay. The measure 
Seeks to remedy a vexatious defect in the 
existing law. It will land in the Senate 
within the next ten days. 

In the House Mr. Dudley, by unanimous 
consent, introduced a bill amending the law 
in relation to the State Home for Juvenile 
Female Offenders. It provides that the in- 
stitution shall be under the control of three 
trustees, one of whom may be.a woman, ail 
to serve during the pleasure of'the Governor 
and without. compensation. Girls between 
the age of 10 and 16 years guilty of any of- 
fense which, if committed by @fi adult, would 
be punishable by tmprisonment in the House 
of Correction, County Jail, or Penitentiary, 
Shall, upon conviction in a court of record, 
be committed to this home for any term not 
less than one year nor beyond their minor- 
ity; but the court may, in its discretion, 
commit such offenders to the House of Cor- 
rection or the County Jail. The trustees are 
empowered to place inmates in the home of 
any good citizen. 


Cook County Civil Service Bill. 

The Senate shot into third reading today a 
bill drawn by Mr. Crawford providing for a 
civil service system for the employés of the 
County Board of Cook County. Some time 
ago Mr. Crawford offered a bill enlarging 
the powers of the President of the board by 
giving that officer the right to appoint, by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
board, the committees and the heads of de- 
partments under that organization. Today 
he offered an amendment, which’ was 
adopted, which applied the provisions. of 
civil service to the employés of the board. 
It gives the President the power to appoirt 
Civil Service Commissioners and a Secre- 
tary at salaries aggregating about $6,000 a 
year. 

Its scope is limited, as it includes the em- 
ployés of the county directly under the 
supervision of the board. It does not take 
in the Recorder’s office, the office of the 
County Clerk, the clerks of the courts, the 
Treasurer’s office, or the Sheriff’s office. It 
is said on good authority that not to exceed 
sixty people will be covered by the commis- 
sion. A good many legislators will oppose 
the bill because they want to see the work- 
ing of civil service applied to the Municipal 
Government of Chicago before they extend 
it to other branches of the government. 
This particular amendment is being pushed 
by President Healy with the active codpera- 
tion of Dr. Thomas Napoleon Jamieson, 
who is here looking after the job. 

Senator Ford’s valued policy bill, which 
has grown old at the head of phe calendar 
on third reading, was today“called up by 
him out of its regular order and passed. The 
bill is a most radical measure and requires 
that the insurance company pay the insured 
in case of loss by fire the full face of the 
policy.

MAY REOPEN THECASE 


AN UNUSUAL ORDER I8 GIVEN IN 
THE INCOME TAX OASES. 


Announcement Is Made That on Monday, 
May 6, Two Counsel for Each Side Will 
Be Heard on the Petition for a Rehear- 
ing—It Is Expected Justice Jackson 
Will Come Into the Case—Gold Being 
Offered at the Treasury for Any Kind 
of Paper Money. 

Washington, D. C., April 23.—[Special.]— 
Contrary to an almost absolute rule of prac- 
tice in the Supreme Court of the. United 
States, Chief Justice Fulier today announced 
that the court had decided to hear argument 
on the petition for a rehearing in the income 
tax cases. Late last night the mem- 
bers of the court received notification 
froém- the Chief Justice that there would 
be an extraordinary meeting of the 
court in the conference-room at the Capitol 
this morning at 11 o'clock. They were in 
conference until within a few minutes before 
12 0’clock. The announcemént was made 


: by the Chief Justice as soon as the court as- 


sem bled that the decision of the court on the 
petition for a rehearmg was reserved until 
Monday, May 6, when it is expected there 
will be a full bench and two counsel on each 
side will be heard. 

It was suggested the court might have been 
under the impression the Attorney-General 
favored a reargument when he filed his 
statement in reply to the original petition 
for a reargument. Attorney-General Olney 
promptly resented that idea and insisted no 
such construction should be placed upon his 
statement. He simply -contended that if a 
reargument was to be granted upon those 
points which had been heid constitutional, 
by a divided court, the whole question should 
be thrown open for reargument. This action 
of the court, the general opinion is, was 
caused by the magnitude of the question in- 
volved, 7 } 

Judge Shellabarger, who is associated with 
Jeremiah Wilson in one of the conspicuous 
cases involving the question of the constitu- 
tionality of the income tax auow pending be- 
fore the United States Courts, says under or- 
dinary circumstances it would not be ad- 
missible to permit argument on the merits 
of the case, but if Mr. Justice Jackson comes 
into the case it wili be difficult for him to act 
intelligently unless there is some discussion 
of\the merits. 

After adjournment of the court today Chief 
Justice Fuller said that he had received such 
information from Justice Jackson as to lead 
the court to expect his presence in Washing- 
ton. 

The usual practice with regard to petitions 
for reheuring is to grant them upon the mo- 
tion of one of the members of the court who 
has concurred in the decision already made, 
but it would appear from the course taken in 
the present instance of submitting even this 
preliminary matter to the full bench that 
none of the Justices felt disposed to make 
such a motion, and fhat the arrangement now 
anrounced was hit upon as a compromise. 
Justice Jackson, therefore; will virtually 
come into the case as an umpire. 

Ordinarily the court would take recess from 
May 6 for two weeks ana then adjourn until 
next October, but it is within its discretion to 
continue the term indefinitely, and it is not 
im possible that it may extend the term in the 
event a rehearing is decided upon, and espe- 
cially if itshould appear that Justice Jack- 
son’s health is recovered, 

This order of the court is regarded by some 
of the officials as aimost conclusive thata 
rearguinent will be granted. It seems to be 
the general beliet that Justice Jackson is pre- 
disposed in favor of the constitutionality of 
the law and hence would be likely to vote for 
a rehearing, thus makingaclear majority in 
favor of.granting the petition. A rehearing 
is earnestly desired by the income tax officials 
as, with afull bench, there necessarily will be 


j a full majority, either for or against the law, 


which would certainly have the effect of do- 
ing away with the vast amount of litigation 
now promised, 


WILL GIVE GOLD FOR PAPER MONEY. 


Operation of a Few Weeks Ago Is Now 
Being Reversed. 

Washington, D. C., April 23.—[Special. ]— 
The restoration of contidence in the ability of 
the Treasury- to maintain gold payments has 
been indicated ina striking manner in the 
last few days by the offer of gold in exchange 
for paper money. The amounts thus far 
have not been jarge, but they have exceeded 
the redemption of paperin gold and forced 
the goid reserve upwards today to $9,835,889, 
again of about $51,000 without any deposit 
of gold by bond syndicates. Withinafewdays 
past about $150,000 has been offered in 
several lots at Philadelphia for paper money, 
$100,000 has been offered at Boston,$50,000 
at New Orleans, and considerable amounts at 
Chicago and Cincinnati. The persons who 
have offered this gold have not been abie to 
obtain gold certificates, for they are no longer 
issued, and they have not even demanded 
United States Treasury notes redeemable in 
gold on demand. They havein many cases 
expressed a willingness to take any form of 
government paper money, provided it was 
in small denominations. The demand 
has been rapidly growing for one dollar, 
two dollar and five dollar bills, and many of 
those asking for them have expressed a will. 
ingness to take silver certificates or Sherman 
notes, The silver certificates in the Treasury 
have been reduced since the 15th of April by 
about $1,100,000, and there seems likely to 
be a growing demand with the- development 
of commercial activity. The redemption of 
government paper money for the first twenty- 
three days of April have been $737,028, 
which is less than $1.000;000 per month and 
less than $12,000,000 per year. The re- 
dein ptions of the last two days have been re- 
spectiveiy $11,556 and $15,475, and the 
daily redemptions have been almost progres- 
sively diminishing during March and April. 


FISH COMMISSION IS HARD AT WORK. 


Will Plant Twice as Many Eggs This Year 
as It Did in 1894. 3 

Washington, D. C., April 23.—In 1894 
about 400,000,000 fish were distributed by 
the Fish Commussion. From the Ohio and 
Michigaa station the commission has already 
taken about 120,000,000 whitefish and 
about 10,000,000 lake trout will be taken 
in the next ten days.’ In the neighborhood of 
400,000 brook trout will be taken from the 
Colorado station. 

These fish will be planted in the great lakes 
and the surrounding inland lakes. The Put- 
in-Bay station has just reported the collection 
of some 200,000,000 pike and perch eggs 
from Lake Erie. These will be distributed in 
the iakes and also the public waters of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Ohio, Lliinois, and Iowa. 
The work of distribution will be begun at 
Duluth in ten days. The total output of cod 
fry for distribution along the Maine coast 
was 70,000,000. : Tre lobster and flat fish 
work is also in preparation in the East. This 
year itis believed the number wiil be 160,- 
000,000. The shad work has just opened at 
Bergan Point on the Potomac, where some 
5,000,000 eggs have been taken. It is ex- 
pected that the shad distributed will be in- 
creased to 100,000,000 this seasan. 

Next fall an attempt will be made to plant 
200,000 yearling steel head trout from the 
Pacific in the great lakes.

Fix the Prices for Northern Illinois for the 
Coming Year. 

An important step has been taken by mine 
operators and miners in Northern Illinois 
looking toward the avoidance of trouble this 
year. At a joint. convention of operators 
and miners held yesterday it was resolved 
that the prices of mining for 1895, beginning 
May 1, should be the scale of 1894, except 
in case of a decline in both the Hocking 
Valley and Indiana bituminous fields before 
July 1 or in either after July 1, when the 
Northern Illinois prices will decline in pro- 
portion. At no time, however, is the price 
to be more than nine cents per ton below the 
1894 scale. The convention was composed 
of twenty operators and twenty delegates 
representing the miners. The vote on the 
proposition was unanimous. It is expected 
the men at the mines will vote on the matter 
before the end of the week.

MORE HEADS ARE HIT 


OHIEF OF POLIOR BADENOOH LOPS 
OFF THE TAXEATERS. 


The General Order Weeding Out the Con- 
struction End of the Force Is Issued 
and Another Is in Course of Prepara- 
tion Which Will Shake Up the Higher 
Officers=Barnacles Are to Be Thrown 
Out Into the Cold World and Must 
Work or Starve Hereafter. 


Superintendent of Police Badenoch is after 
the barnacles and taxeaters left over from 
the last administration. A general order is 
in course of preparation that will come close 
to a complete reorganization of the depart- 
ment. Some important changes are in con- 
templation as to Inspectors and command- 
ing officers but the main feature is that it 
will result eventually in freeing the force of 
many of the barnacles that have been draw- 
ing pay without giving value received. The 
Inspectors have been asked to send in the 
names of the superfluous men in their cOm- 
mands and a lot of the men who swarmed 
around Jast fall doing political work will 
have to go. It will be remembered that the 
police pay rolls were stuffed to their utter- 
_most preceding the November election and 

that in the Desplaines Street Station terri- 
tory it was often the case that ths uniformed 
patrolmen would arrest a tough and when 
he was brought to the station it would be 
discovered the prisoner was an alleged of- 
ficer in citizen’s clothes. 

One of the greatest places for “grafting” 
has been the detective bureau. It always 
has been more or less of an asylum for po- 
litical heelers, but it has been worked more 
extensively during the last year than ever 
before. It is said there are now 130 men con- 
nected with his bureau. who are supposed to 
be detectives. The appropriation ordinance 
only calls for sixty. It’ is true there are 
some good men connected with the bureau. 
and it is understood Chief Badenoch is ex- 
tremely anxious that all the men who have 
ability as thief-catchers shall be retained, 
other things being equal, but he has made up 
his mind that the bureau shall be main- 
tained for the purpose for which it was 
created, and not asa political harbor. 


Work of Thief-Catchers. 

One thing seems to have influenced the new 
Chief in his plan of reorganization. In order 
to make the force efficient the men with abil- 
ity to catch thieves must be pushed to the 
front. The trouble with many of the men in 
the detective bureau, it is asserted, is that 
they are better known to the crooks than the 
crooks are to each other. There are some 
men, it is believed, whose services it would 
be difficult to dispense with, but they are 
not many. : 

As to changes in the rank of Inspector or 
any other rank, for that matter, little is 
known. Chief Badenoch.has taken few peo- 
ple into his confidence and has not had a 
chance to confer with the Mayor since the 
latter’s return.

cheerful -nor-agreeable. All the achieve- 
soents and adventures of all the patrolmen 
_mre concentrated in the patrol wagon, and 
go the daily experiences of the men on the 
\ wagon run pretty nearly the whole gamut 


/ of human emotions every twenty-four hours, - 


«Every day in the year, for the policeman 
never has a day off, they are called upon to 
«deal. with. the thrilling, the -horrible, the 
_disgusting, the loathsome, the pathetic, the 
pitiful, sometimes the ludicrous, but never 
the agreeable. A wagon man has no use 
for nerves. Nothing that they can become 
“wonscious of through the senses of sight, 
‘ hearing, touch, or smell affects them in the 
slightest degree. They have duties to per- 
. form and they perform them. 
_. Jn order to obtain from actual observation 
a knowledge of the diversified duties of the 
‘patrol wagon a reporter for the Tribune, 
provided with the-necessary authority from 
Chief Brennan, spent an.entire day and 
might with the wagons at the Cegtral Sta- 
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cers fairly shot the shabby man into the 
wagon. 

“Drunk and disorderly,’ said the patrol- 
man. “All right,”’ said “‘George,’’ the fat, 
fatherly-looking officer who was in chargé 
of the wagon, and off went the wagon down 


Clark street to the Harrison Street Station. . 


On the way “‘George”’ gave the shabby man 
some advice about the danger of taking too 
much .strong drink and the inexpediency of 
“sassing”’ the bartender, while the shabby 
man, between the intervals of wiping the 
blood off his face, protested that he had al- 
ways conducted himselfAike a gentleman. 
When the station was reached “George” cdn- 
ducted his prisoner through a narrow out- 
side- Sageway and down several steps 
into tl basement of the station. ‘‘Georgeo”’ 
searched the prisoner while the booking 
process was goifg on. .Then we were ready 
to return to the patrol barn.

of the First Precinct, but as the Harrison 
street wagon was out the operator had been 
obliged to call a wagon from Central. it 
was exactly 5:57% when the driver swung 
his fresh team intd’Michigan avenue and 
steadied them for a dash down that crowded 
thoroughfare. Two or three strokes of the 
gong not only cleared the road but it wrought 
the spirited bays into a frenzy. 

The driver gave them the rein and down 
the smoothly paved avenue they went ata 
mad gallop. ‘‘ Let ’em go, Ben," said Offi- 
cer Manning, and, Ben did ‘let ‘em go.” 
The wagon rattied so loudly that the one 
of the gong could scarcely be heard by t 
occupants. The wagon swayed to and fro 
like a boat on a choppy sea. Ben held up 
a little approaching Harrison street and we 
turned off the avenue on two wheels. Then 
he let the horses out again on the rough 
pavement and the din became deafening. 
The coast was clear on State street, so there 
was no checking of speed until the patrol 
box on Taylor street was reached. 
just half a minute past 6 when the box was 


| reached. The run of one mile had been 


made in exactly three minutes. The officer 
at the box had a hatiess, bloody-faced man 
in custody, and there was an angry crowd 
around the box. The prisoner evidently felt 
relieved when he climbed into the wagon. 
It was a levee fight, the officer said, and 


the prisoner had stabbed a man, who had 


been taken to the station in an ambulance. 
The prisoner was covered with the filth of 
the alley from head to fgot; both eyes were 
badly swollen, one cheek was puffed up, 
several teeth were knocked out, and two 
ragged holes were torn in his tongue. The 
man who had been stabbed was already at 
the station when the wagon arrived. He 
was sitting in the ambulance seemingly 
uncencerned, though his wound was a bad 
one.. The knife had penetrated the lung 
cavity so that the air was found upon ex- 
amination to be whistling through the cut 
at every breath. After a brief examination 
it was decided best to take both men to 
St. Luke’s Hospital in the ambulance, so 
they were turned over to the Harrison street 
men and the wagon returned to the barn. 
The next call was the “ jail run,’’ which 
feli to the lot of No. 2. The “ jailrun” isa 
regular daily trip about 6:30p.m. Prisoners 
that have been held over to the grand jury 
are brought to detective headquarters every 
day to be “shown up” atrollcall. The de- 
tectives are held after roll call, while the 
prisoners are brought forward one ata time 
and made to step out in a strong light, with 
uncovered head, while a sergeant announces 
the charge on which they are under arrest 
and the names that they have given. Each 
one i8 questioned about himself, asked if he 


r has ever been arrested, if so what for, and 


SO on. There were ten prisoners to be 
“shown up” on this particular night, and 
most of them seemed to be well known to 
the officers present, for they gave. details 
from their past which seemed exceedingly 
distasteful to the parties concerned. 

As the men were shown up they were 
handcuffed together by twos, and when the 
process had been finished they were 
marched to the wagon under the-escort of 
half a dozen officers, and the journey to the 
jail was begun ata brisk trot. The man in 
charge of the wagon turned the mittimuses 
and the prisoners over to Jailer Folz, and as 
soon as the lot had been checked off to make 
sure that everything was all right the wagon 
returned to detective headquarters and took 
six prisoners to the Harrison Street Station 
for the night. | 

it was No. 1’s turn to answer the next call, 
which came at 9:30 from the corner of Mon- 
roe and Dearborn streets. A crowd was 
gathered about the limp, motionless, blood- 
stained figure of a man lying in a doorway. 
His clothing was saturated with blood and 
the sympathetic bystanders kept repeating 
to the officers that “‘the man was dead; 
that he had cut his throat.’’ Officer Man- 
ning peered into the face of the motionless 
figure. Then he gaveagrunt. The two offi- 
cers picked up the figure and uncermonious- 
ly tossed it into the wagon. Then the driver 
started off amid the ay«-stricken murmurs 
of the crowd. When the station was reached 
the dead man was carried into the patrol- 
house. A rough shake restored him to con- 
eciousness, when he tearfully implored Offi- 
cer Manning to shake hands with him. He 
wr.s about as drunk as it is possible fora 
human being to get. He had fallen heavily 
om the stone sidewalk and cut a bad gash in 
his chin, from which the blood had streamed 
down his: neck. That was all. And he was 
as disgusting an object as the wagcnmen 
are ever called upon to handle. But it was 
part of their duty and they took it asa mat- 
ter of course. It was decided to take the fel- 


, low to the County Hospital to have the gash 


in his chin sewed up. Altogether that drunk 
cost the City of Chicago the services of 
three men and two horses for an hour anda 
half, not including the work made neces- 
sary at the hospital. 

No. 2 had been called to Market and 
Quincy streets'on a false alarm of fire, for 
the patrol wagons in the First Precinct re- 
spond to every alarm of fire, just before No. 
1 reached the barn. At 10 o’clock there came 
a call to Central detail. This time it was a 
woman. She was arrested on the complaint 
of a well-dressed man, who accused her of 
stealing his diamond pin. She was attired 
in a tawdry costume, her face was heavily 
powdered, and she was somewhat under the 
influence of liquor. The accuser went to 
the station with the prisoner. Every step 
of the way the woman poured forth torrents 
of obscenity upon the man who had caused 
her arrest and the officers. The latter paid 
not the slightest attention. It was some- 
‘thing they were accustomed to every day. 

At 12:20 came another call from Central 
detail. It was just another case of “‘ drunk 
and disorderly’ gor the Harrison Street 
Station. This brought the total for the 
twenty-four, hours, from 7 a. m. to 7 a. m., 
to thirteen runs. In detail, 30 miles had been 
covered, 5 arrests made, 1 fire attended, 1 in- 
jurgd man, 1 insane had been trans- 
ferged, 10 prisoners hauled to jail, 18 to the 
pofice court, and 15 transferred.

runs a day, and that is considered extremely 
light. In the year 18% the wagons in the 
First Precinct responded to 5,806 calls, trav- 
eling 12,700 miles in doing so. 

The patrol wagon covers a wide field of 
usefulness, and therefore always carries an 
equipment that enables the men to meet any 
emergency. Every wagun carries the fol- 
lowwing equipment: 

Stretcher and hangers fur suspending it in 
the wagon. , 

Three blankets. 

One air pillow. 

Two tarpaulins for the dead. 
deca diy for dragging the river or 
ake. 

Coil of rope for use at fires. 

Six pairs of handcuffs. 

Strait jacket for violently insane. 

Medicine chest containing a bottle of bran- 
dy and vinegar for cases of * snakes ’’; 
emetic for cases of poisoning, painkiller, 
court plaster, tourniquet, scissors, rolls of 
bandages, assorted sizes; sponge, glass. 

Frequently the wagons are kept so busy 
that they do not get into the barn for halfa 
day at a time. The “ can rushing season,” 
i. e., Warm weather, when more beer than 
usual is drunk, is the busy season for the 
wagons. The life-saving station gives the 
Wagons a great deal of work, and so do the 
Illinois Central yards, for a great many 
switchmen are killed or injured there. One 
of the most disagreeable duties that falls to 
the wagon men is recovering “ floaters ’’ 
from the river. On days when there are pa- 
rades or other attractions down-town the 
horses are kept on the jump carting lost chil- 
dren to the station or to their homes. Ifa 
detective makes an arrest anywhere in the 
city, no matter how far away, the Central 
wagons have to go after him. This some- 
times takes half a day. A detailed record 
‘is kept of every trip each wagon-makes.

ORIGIN OF SOME FAMILIAR PHRASES. 


Proverbial Sayings That Are Found in 
Many Languages. 

“To puta flea in his ear,’’ to indicate a 
sharp rebuff, is a proverbial saying found in 
all languages having a literature. 

The expression to “rain cats and dogs,” 
indicating a severe shower, is found in Dean 
Swift. It is supposed to be of proverbial 
origin, and much older than his time, 

** Familiarity breeds contempt ”’ is a prov- 
erb found in one form or another in every 
English and Asiatic language having a liter- 
ature. Its earliest form is believed to be the 
Sanskirt. 

To “turn the cold shoulder” is probably a 
very ancient proverb, It first appearsina 
literary form in Scott’s ‘* Antiquary,’’ where 
itis used with exactly the significance at- 
tached to it at present. 

“To put one’s foot in it’ isan English 
country saying. After the milk is drawn from 
the cows it is commonly placed in large flat 
pans and set on the ground to cool, in which 
position it is an easy matter for a clumsy fel- 
low to put his foot in the pan. 

‘‘A feather in his cap” has a Hungarian 
origin. During the centuries when war with 
the Turke was constantly going on a Hun- 
gariau soldier was allowed to wear one feather 
on his cap for every Turk he had killed, and 
so the slaughter of an additional foe meant 
one moreteather. - . 

To “take the cake’”’ is an expression which 
seems to have originated among: the colored 
peopie of the South. Cake walks, or prome- 
nades, in which cakes were offered as a reward 
for grace of demeanor, were formerly com- 
mon in the Southern States, and are even now 
known in many iocalities. 

To ** face the music”’ is a.metaphor bor- 
rowed from the stage where the player comes 
to the front and faces the orchestra. It is 
however, stated by some authorities that the 
expression has a military meaning, the oid 
militia laws ordering that when arrayed in 
line the militiamen should * face the music.”’ 

The expression ‘* bioody shirt’’ is believed 
to have originated with the Italians of New 
Orieans. There were many Corsicans among 


| them, and in that turbulent island when a 


man was killed in one of the private feuds 
which were continually occurring his bloody 
shirt and other garments were exposed at the 


‘funeral in order to incite his relatives to 


vengeance, 

‘The devil take the hindmost’’ is a pro- 
verbial saying, baving its origin in Spain. 
According to a Spanish legeni, the devil had 
a school of magic a: Toledo, and at the con- 
clusion of a term of instruction there was a 
race of the graduates to get away, the entire 
class being pursued by the devil, who was en- 
tled to the soul of the last in the procession. 
According to the story, the one thus over- 
taken was destined to be a famous magician ; 
and several of the most noted sorcerers of 
medieval times were supposed to have been 
thus overtaken in the race from the Toledo 
institute. ¢

SAVES MANY A TAP. 


HAROLD JARVIS’ INVENTION FOR 
USE ON A TYPEWRITER. 


First Is a Word Attachment by Which 
One Stroke Results in the Printivg of 
an Entire Word, Automatic Spacer, 
‘Two-Space Lever, and a Scheme by 
Which the Writing of Checks Is Like- 
ly to Be Revolution'zed Make Up 

- Some of the Important Features, 

Harold Jarvis of the general freight de- 
partment of the Northern Pacific at St. Paul 
has applied stenographic principles to actual 
practice. He is the first man of a score or 
two who have tried to introduce on ordinary 
typewriters word attachments, practicable 
in operation, who has been granted a patent 
from Washington. He has introduced other 
features in typewriting as skillful if not as 
valuable as the word attachment. 

The word attachment is for the purpose of 
printing at a single stroke frequently-used 
words or phrases, or any special words or 


' phrases employers in the different lines of 


business may desire,the paper carriage skip- 
ping and setting automatically, allowing 
the word or phrase printed to take up its 
place on the line with correct spacing, there- 
by saving from four to fifteen strokes. 
Twelve additional words or phrases may 
be attached to the typewriter which can be 
operated without interference with the other 
keys. : 
_ There is also attached what the inventor 
calls*a ‘‘ two-space lever,’’ to save the time 
necessary to make the space between words, 
which can be struck instantaneously (by the 
disengaged hand) with the last letter of a 
written word, thereby allowing the carriage 


|} to move forward two spaces. 


Saving of Work. 

Mr. Jarvis states that he has taken an 
average of. several days’ letters, and esti- 
mates the number of strokes saved in print- 
ing at a single stroke the frequently used 
words (such as and, the, for, from, which, 
but, to the, of the, etc.) with the two-space 
lever also in use, from 8,000 to 12,000 per day, 
or an eighth of an operator’s time, which, if 
time is worth anything, will save enough to 
pay for the attachment .in two or three 
months. 

The automatic spacer, evidently, will be 
as valuable as the wordattachment. Those 
who have hat statement work to do on type- 
writing machines, or are familiar with how 
it is done, know how much time is lost ir 
setting the carriage in several different 
places directly under the columns above, to 
give neatness and uniformity. With the 
means obtainable in the past for this class 
of work, it is safe to say that it is a great 


waste of time, and is done at a great disad- . 


vantage. The new method of doing this 
work, the inventor says, will be a tremen- 
dous saving of time, combined with certain 
accuracy. 

The following illustration will convince the 
reader of the merits of this device. The op- 
erator will, of course, make his set of col- 
umns, with the spacing desired, on the first 
line, count the spaces between the first col- 
umn and the second, second and third, third 
and fourth, etc., and put them down on a 
piece of paper where the eye will readily 
discern them; thus, 5-7-10-15-8; write in the 
first column, strike your 5-space lever, and 
the paper carriage will set in the second col- 
umn in the small part of a second; write in 
that column and strike the 7-space lever, 
when the carriage will immediately set in 
the third column, and so on until thé oper- 
ator has written in all the columns in that 
line. Make the ordinary space between the 
lines and repeat the above manipulation. 

Mr. Jarvis says that from his tests of the 
movement of the automatic spacer it is safe 
to say that it will never vary in the skipand 
set, and the operator can be assured of a 
very neat result by its adoption. 


Check-Writing Changed. 

This machine, if what its inventor claims, 
will revolutionize check-writing by hand, 
and its adoption by railroads for turning out 
the employes’ pay-check may be looked for 
in the near future; in fact, the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad company, “* first and foremost’’ 
in the field for anything good that will facili- 
tate and make more complete the working 
of their system, has decided to adopt. the 
enumerating machine, and will issue an or- 
der for the first one manufactured. 

This machine will, ‘to outward appear- 
ances, resemble the ordinary typewriter, but 
in addition to the alphabet and numerals 
will have thirty-one keys, with denomina- 
tions spelled out, mounted on different type- 
bars. These spelled-out denominations, 
when at rest on their pivoted posts, are par- 
allel with the type-bar, and no matter what 
position they occupy in the basket, upon the 
depression of the key they turn to print with 
proper alignment and are automatically re- 
turned in the most simple manner to parai- 
lel position with the type-bar without inter- 
ference with the other keys or twisting in 
the ribbon. 

By this means thé thirty-one additional 
keys of the énumerator, with the alphabet 
and numerals, can be gotten into about the 
same space as at present occupied by the 
typewriter. If the words did not 
revolve type-bars could only be put in at in- 
tervals corresponding to the length of the 
type, say from one to two and a half inches, 


thereby necessitating the enlargement of | 


the basket to the size of an ordinary wash- 
tub, with type-bars about a foot and a half 
or two feet in length in order to reach the 
ecnter in the ordinary way. 

It is necessary of course to have the auto- 
matic spacing mechanism for this as well as 


the word attachments. The denominations, - 


one to twenty, then thirty, forty, fifty, etc., 
to hundred, and thousand, million, and dol- 
lars, will spell out any denomination in from 
two to six strokes, thereby saving from 
eight to about thirty strokes, where the lim- 
it of the check does not exceed $150. 

For larger amounts as many as forty 
strokes can be saved. For example, say the 
amount was $137; the following keys would 
be struck: One-hundred and thirty-seven- 
dollars. Take the five strokes necessary to 
print this denomination from the number of 
letters and spaces and you will have thirty- 
one strokes saved. 


Rapid Check-Making. 

The checks will be printed in roller form, 
perforated, and set In a rack behind the ma- 
chine. With the first check in position to 
receive the imprint necessary for date, roll, 
and line number, the first throw will bring 


‘the check into position for the name, the 


next for the amount, and the next off on to 
the following check for the same thing. As 
the printed checks are turned out and fall 
back they can be torn off in sheets of four, 
as in ordinary writing. Two men and a boy 
by this means will be enabled to do the work 
of about ten writing with a pen. One will 
dictate from the pay-roll and one operate 
the enumerator, so that neither will have to 
take their eyes off their work, where there 
is so much time lost even in writing by 


hand. 


These wonderful improvements are cer- 
tainly calculated to revolutionize things in 
typewriting circles, and their speedy adep- 
tien may be looked for in the near future. 
The inventor says there are vast improve- 
ments yet to be made in typewriting ma- 
chines that will enable the operator, by 
means of the lightest touch, to bring into 
play parts that will be operated by elec- 
tricity. When this is accomplished the 
use of stenography may as well be done 
away with, and dictation taken as rapidly 
on the machine. Mr. Jarvis is at present in 
the general freight department of the North- 
ern Pacific railroad. He has been connected 
with that company for four years, and for- 
merly served five years in the general freight 
office of the Canadian Pacific railway at 
Toronto, Canada, having been born in that 
city, and resided there until leaving to 
accept a more lucrative position as 
secretary to the  Vicé-President of 
the Manitoba and Northwestern rail- 
way at Winnipeg, Canada, After residing 
there for a year he made another move for

PALMER ON FREE SILVER IN 1891. 


His Pledges to the F. M. B. A. Men Before 
His Election as Senator. 

Springfield, Iil.. April 22.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. |—I see from the report of an interview with 
Secretary of State “ Buck” Hinrichsen, published 
in the Times-Herald of Sunday under a St. Louis 
date, Mr. Hinrichsen is reported as saying on thé 
subject of the coming free silver convention of 
the Illinois Democracy— 

“Among the most fierce opponents of this 
move is Senator Palmer. Political treachery by 
Jobn M. Palmer is not so unique that peonle are 
startled at it. When veneer of Republican- 
ism which he took on during the war_failed to 

ield him patron he became a Democrat. 

hen he was elected Senator it was by the votes 
of Populist legislators. I declare here emphbati- 
cally that Palmer made distinct pledges to Mr. 
Taubeneck afd bis party that his vote and voice 
would be found on the side of free silver, election 
of a eet the people, and other reforms t 
are advoca by the third party. But the thirst 
for patronage and greed of power have carried 
bim into the gold camp.”’ 

The charge that Palmer’s professed Republic-

ago that he would vote for free silver, or gave 


them to understand he would, and now refuses 
to vote for it how far ishe blameworthy?

Knowing as he does 
now—whether he knew it in 1891 or not—that 
free coinage would be ruinous to the country, he 
is compelled by his sense of duty to speak and 
work against it.

He should not bave made the prem- 
ises he did, but having made them, the Senator 
is entitled to more credit for breaking them than 
for keoping them. Contracts with the devil and 
all other immoral and wicked contracts are more 
honored in the breach than in the observance, }

NORTHWESTERN ELEVATED ROAD 
TO OONTROL-LAKE STREET LINE. 


Arrangement Will Not, However, Be in the 
Form of a LeasemAnnouncement Ke- 
garding Electrical Equipment of the 
Lake Street Road—Income Bond to Be 
Given Lakté Street Bondholders Under 
Reorganization—Considerable Interest 
Shown in the Local Stock Market. 


Tt is stated officially in answer to the alle- | 


gations in Mr. Ziegler’s bill for a receiver 
for the Lake Street Elevated railroad that 
there will be absolutely no lease made of the 
Lake Street road to the Northwestern com- 
pany in consideration of the guarantee by 
the Northwestern of the Lake Street bonds, 
The authority for that statement is Clar- 
ence Knight, the attorney of the company. 
“Mr. Ziegler alleges in his bill that it is 
proposed to lease the Lake Street road to 
the Northwestern Elevated company on 
terms which will make the Lake Street stock 
valueless,” said Mr. Knight. ‘ If he believes 
that to be true he has been wholly misin- 
formed.

CROP CONDITIONS OF THE WEEK, 


Reports from Various States Issued by the . 


Chicago Bureau, 

Willis L. Moore, chief of the Weather 
Bureau in Chicago, in his report issued yes- 
terday says: 

The last week has been too cool th the Southern 
States for rapid growth and germination of seeds, 
and warm rains are much needed in the central 


valleys and in Oklahoma and Texas, and would 
prove beneficial in New York. Rain is also need- 


ed in California and east of the Cascades in Ore- | 


gon. Corn planting, which was reported as about 
completed in the extreme Southern States in the 
bulletin of the previous week, has progresses 
rapidly in the more northerly States, and planting 
has begun in [Illinois and lowa. Cotton planting 
is now general in the northern portion of the cot- 
ton. region, and is nearing completion in the 
southern portion. In Texas, however, planting 
has been retarded by dry weather. Spring wheat 
seeding is about completed; Montana, North Da- 
kota, and lowa report é¢arly sown up and looking 
well. Winter wheat is generaily reported as in 
ood condition except in Wisconsin and Okla- 
Goma. where it has been badly winter-killed.

Figures of Millionaire Vaheswrising Cor- 
porations, with Apparent and Real 
ProfitseThe Probable Profit a Reinsur- 
ance Would Net—Record Is Not a Par- 
ticularly Good One=Showing on Fire 
Losses in Liverpool, England=Business 
in Nebraska in 18904, 


Forty-two United States companies and 
eighteen foreign companies, each in the 
millionaire list, make reports for the ten 
years from Jan. 1, 1885, to Jan. 1, 1895, show- 
ing profits and losses on fire underwriting 
for that period. Some of the figures present- 
ed in this report are of more than passing in- 
terest. The sixty companies received in pre- 
miums during that period $858,972,573.. The 
losses paid amounted to $519,339,254 and the 
expenses to $206,520,484. The total expenses 
of these companies, according to the table 
prepared by the Spectator of New York, 
amounted to $815,859,7S8S. There is an ap- 
parent loss on business to the sixty com- 
panies of $2,144,037. These figures are mis- 
leading in a way, however. Underwriting 
has not been a particularly profitable field 
of late years. Losses have been heavy and 
expenses have kept pace with incréased 
business. peat 

There is, however, a profit shown in the 
reinsurance reserve of these companies, 
The liabilities of the sixty companies in 1885 
amounted to $58,752,722, while in 1895 these 
figures had increased to $104,009,504, show- 
ing an increase of $45,250,272. The greater

It is a safe estimate to 
give. the increase in the reinsurance reserve 
at $40,000,000. ‘This represents the premi- 
Ums on business of that amount on which 
the companies have paid all the expense of 


surance: reserve. 


_ underwriting and on.which there is yet to 


be charged only the losses which occur in 
the business covered by this reserve. There 


should be a good profit in this if the business 


‘has been properly written and due care given 


to the selection of risks. It is probable the 
business could be reinsured at 60 per cent-or 
less of the sum set aside as a reinsurance, 
reserve. 

On that basis the amount required for re- 
insurance would be $24,000,000, leaving ap- 
proximately $16,000,000. of profit in the in- 
creased reinsurance reserve, or in the neigh- 
borhood of $12,000,000 profits for the sixty 
companies named in the report asa result 
of ten years’ business. 

This is not a good showing for the com- 
panies included in the report. When there 
is taken into consideration the large capital 
employed and the risk run of ‘*‘ conflagra- 
tions ’’ that would not only sweep away .all 
profits but perhaps the entire caplial of a 
majority of the companies writing, the 
showing is not a satisfactory one. The fig- 
ures in detail are interesting. Some of the 
companies show an apparent gain, or profit, 
on the business done, without considering 
the reinsurance reserve, though a majority 
of them—thirty-five, to be exact—show a 
loss on the business written. The Aetna of 
Hartford makes the best showing on the 
face of the figures, having an apparent 
profit of $2,725,606 and an increase in its re- 
insurance reserve of more than $1,500,000, 
Next to this is the Liverpool and London 
und Globe, which shows a profit of $2,512,- 
480 and an increase in reinsurance reserve 
of $2,000,000,

THE MADNESS OF SWING BRIDGES, 

The twenty-third section of the druinage 
act requires the Chicago Drainage District to 
construct a channel “ ot sufficient size and 
capacity to produce and maintain at a'l times 
a continuous flow of not less than 300,000 
cubic feet of water per minute:’’ Where the 
channel is cut through the rock it must have 
sufficient capacity to carry 600,000 cubic 
feet per minute, but where it goes through 
the clay the smaller size is al! that is required.

If at any time the General Government. sha}! 
improve the Desplaines or Lllinois River so that 
the same shail be capabie of receiving a flow of 
600,000 cuLic feet per minute or more from said 
channe! and shal! provide for the payment of all 
damages which any extra flow above 300,000 
cubic feet of water per minute from such channel 
mnmay cause to private property,so as to save 
harmless the said district from all liability 
therefrom, then said Sanitary District shall 


| within one year thereafter enlarge the entire 


channel leading into said Desplaines or Lllinois 
River from said district to a sufficient size and 
capacity to produce and maintain a continnous 
flow throughout the same of not less than 600.- 
000 cubic feet per minute. 

When the General Government does these 


things it will be necessary under the law for 
the Drainage Trustees to widen the channel 
between Chicago and Summit so that it can 
carry as much water as that part of the work 
being cut through the rock. It is as certain 
geany future event can be that the General 
Government will not improve either the Des- 
plaines or the Illinois in the nearfuture. No 
resident of the valley claims that it will. It 
is admitted that the drainage channel! will be 
finished and in operation before Uncle Sam 
can be induced to consider the question. 

And yet these valley maniacs are insisting 
that the Drainage Trustees shall erect costly 
swing bridges over the channel between Chi- 
cago and Summit before it is widened as a 
consequence of the improvement of the Des- 
plaines or Illinois by the General Govern- 
ment. Between here and Summit eight 
bridges have to be constructed, all of them 
railroad ones. If swing .bridges are built 
over the present narrow channel, they will 
all have to be removed and replaced with new 
ones when the channel is widened. The old 
ones will be worth what they will bring as 
scrap iron and nothing more. This would 
mean the throwing away of a million and a 
half of dollars—a deliberate, wanton waste 
of that much of the taxpayers’ hard-earned 
money. 

And until the General Government has im- 
proved the Despluines or the Illino's therecan 
be no navigation on the drainage channel 
which will call for sewing bridges. The 
structures which span the Iliinoia and Michi- 
gan Canal are only six feet above the surface 
of the water. Yet whatever traffic there would 
be on the canal if there were no bridges at all 
is carried on without hindrance. The tem- 
porary etructures which it is the intention of 
the Drainage Trustees to put up will be 
twenty-two feet above the water. That is 
more than sufficient tor every tug, stone boat, 
scow, or canalboat that wiil ply between here 
and Lockport. Stone and the other bulky ar- 
ticles carried on the canal now would not be 
conveyed on masted vessels if it were possible 
todoso. Thetotal value of all the masted, 
‘vessels and all their cargoes that would ply 


} on the drainage channel, were -it possible to 


do so, would not be equal to the difference 
between the cost of a single fixed and swing 
bridge. 

All Senators who may be inclined to vote 
for a swing bridge amendment, thinking it a 
matter of no consequence and a mere sop for 
must understand that 
that amendment means spending over a mill- 
ion and a half on swing bridges over a narrow 
and unused channel, which will have to be 
thrown away as. soon as the channel is en- 
lerged, Furthermore, the million and a half 
itis proposed to squander thus does not be- 
long to the valley people or to the State of 
Iilinois. It belongs to the taxpayers of the 
drainage district, and they intend to keep it. 
It cannot be taken from them without their 
consent. 


WOULD SUPPRESS SUNDAY PAPERS, 
The Rev. Dr. Caidweil of the M. E. Church 


is “*down’”’ on’ the Sunday papers and told 
his hearers soin his latest reported sermon. 
He said that no one influence is so powerful 


| to defeat the legitimate work of the church 


and keep people from attending itas are 
‘**our immense Sunday papers.’’ But he ad- 
mitted that ‘‘ the reader is responsible for 
~ what he buys and reads Sunday, not for what 
others do,’’ and on this point 'Tuz Trisung 
agrees with him, If the people of the United 
States do not want papers published on Sun- 
day they can have their wish. Ali they have 
to do is to cease buying and reading the Sunday 
paper, which simply is published in response 
to a public: demand. That demand began 
about thirty-four years ago and has continued 
ever since. I{ at any time the demand should 
cease the publication would be discontinued. 
Furthermore, as nobody in the United States 
takes a Sunday paper who does not want to 
read*it, those who are of Dr, Caldweli’s way 
of thinking let the Sunday paper alone. They 
| are not barmed by it. 
_ The reverend gentieman says we must care- 
fully keep in mind that one day in seven is to 
be observed as sacred, But the day which he 
holds to be desecrated by reading the Sunday 
paper is not the one that was observed as 
*“*sacred’’ in the time of Christ, which the 
Jews accused him of not keeping as he ought 
and in regard to which he suid that the Sab- 
bath was made for man and not man for the 
Sabbath. It is fair to assume that those who 
read the Sunday papers could justify their act 
under that provision, even if they read them 
on the ‘Sabbath day’’ as kept in the days of 
Christ and his aposties, and might retort upon 
the doctor that even the day which is called 
‘The Lord’s day” was not instituted by 
Christ himself. 

Dr, Caldweil does not say what he would 
require of the people who now read the Sun- 
day papers if he could have his way. But it 
is probable he would feinstitute the puritan 
ical Sabbath, make them pull down their 
blinds, eat cold victuals, and pags the greater 
part of the day in attendance on church lis- 
teaing to sermons or joining in prayer and 
praise as led by the pastor. But every one 
who wishes to spend the Sunday in that way 
may do so now, The question is, What righ:

If they should try it 
they soon would find they had nv authority,

Ik seems that once in the course of many 
yeacs he bought three of them and found only 
two pages of matter pertaining to religious 
questions and churcir work. He and his fel- 
low pastors easily could remedy this. If they 
would furnish on Saturday aftervoon abstracts 
of their sermons the papers would publish 
them in the Sunday edition as news, and 
sometimes make copious extracts. The clergy 
thus would gain immensely larger audiences 
than they now have, but in omitting to offer 
the matter for publication they preciude 
themselves from the right to find fault with 
the newspapers for not giving more religious 
reading matter in their Sunday issues. Dr. 
Caldwell may think the Sunday press couid 
print old sermons, or copy articles that al- 
ready are stale from having appeared in some 
of the religious papers. But the Sunday pa- 
per is not made up in that way, and for the 
very sufficient reason that the people would 
not care to read such matter if it 
were offered them. The aim and intention 
are to publish in the Sunday paper 
matter that is entertaining and instructive, 
and the result is that they furnish their read- 
ers ‘with a vast amount of useful information 
about men and things which is peculiarly val- 
vable to the masses, who could not obtain the 
information from books. The gentleman in- 
timates a desire to see all this choked off, 
though he does not explicitly say so. He may 
be informed that at least in this State there is 
no law under which it can be accomplished. 

The best thing that can be done by the 
clergy who preach to empty pews is to make 
their sermons more interesting. If they 
would do that they would have more hearers, 
like those of their brethren who make it worth 
the while of the people to listen to them. The 
popular preacher does not lack an audience 
in spite of the Sunday papers, and it may well 
be questioned if the “poor sticks’’ would 
have much larger audiences if the Sunday 
papers were abolished. As for London and 
other towns in England it may be remarked 
that whenever the people there want one or 
more Sunday papers the want will be sup- 
plied, as it is in Chicago. 


THE SAN FRANCISCO TRAGEDIES. 

Few murders perpetrated in this country 
have been more brutally cruel in their cir- 
cumstances or have aroused a more wide- 
spread interest than those of the two girls, 
Bianche Lamont and Minnie Williams, whose 
shockingly mutilated bodies were found in 
the Emanuel Baptist Church at San Fran- 
cisco, Thecrimein each case is charged to 
Theodore Durrant, a young medical student 
and Aesistant Superintendent of the Sunday- 
school of that church. He is popular among 
his asseciates and has posed in the church as 
a model of sanctity. Heis a well educated 
man and in a certain sense a scientific expert. 
Until the police had drawn the meshes of 
their net about him and boldly charged him 
with the crimes not a suspicion had been 
breathed against him in or out of the church, 
though it now transpires, if all accounts are 
true, that he decoyed Miss Lamont into the 
church, murdered her by strangling, and car- 
ried her body into the belfry; that he had no 
difficulty in inducing the Williams girl to go 
into the same church, where he stabbed and 
strangled her, although she suspected that he 
was responsible for the other girl’s disappear- 
ance; and that he even had the audacity to 
attempt to decoy athird s;oung woman, Lu- 
cille Turner, after making a base’ proposal, 
into the church, It is now known that he had 
schemed to get into the confidence of other 
young women in the church by professing in- 
terest in them from a medical standpoint and 
offering to.help them if they would meet him 
in a retired part of the building. That Miss 
Turner is now living is probably due to her 
indignant rejection of his proposition. 

Durrant wiil unquestionably be held for 
trial upon the charge of murder. Indeed ii 
would not be safe to let him loose in that 
excited community. What the theory of the 
defense will be hus not yet been stated, but as 
there is already talk among his friends to the 
effect that he is a victim of homicidal im- 
pulses it is ‘altogether likely that his counsel, 
if they find the circumstantial evidence too 
strong, will resort to the old plea of criminal 
ineanity. Indeed the fiendishly bru<al nature 
of these murders, coupled with the fact that 
in both cases he had made indecent proposals 
to the victims, has already aroused a general 
discussion among the doctors of San Fran- 
cisco as to the peculiar form of homicidal, 
impulse which urged him on to the commis/ 
sion of his horrible deeds. It ig hinted that 
Durrant may be afflicted with “sadism,” 
which is defined to be a mania for the grati- 
fication of sexual instincts that can only be 
satisfied when mutilation, disemboweling, 
slashing, or killing the victim in some atro- 
cious manner follows, Jack the Ripper being 
an illustration. It is fortunate, however, as 
one expert suys, that ‘it does not affect the 
reasoning power, and after the commission of 
a crime the sadist possesses all the cunning 
of a perfectly sane man in hiding the evi- 
dences of his crime,’’ and that while sadism 
is a form of moPal or rather immoral in- 
sanity, for the good of the community ‘it 
should not be received as an excuse for 
murder and punishment should be properly 
meted out to all such persons.” One thing 
is certain. Either the police have been mis. 
led by the evidence that they have collected 
and have dreadiuiiy maligned an innocent 
man or he is a loathsome, abnormal! beast 
without whose presence the world wiil be 
better off and other lives nay be spared. The 
circumstances point with almost fatal ac- 
curacy to the latter part of the alternative. 

THE NEW COUNCIL RULES, ° 

At its last meeting the Council made the 
new rules which have been drafted a special 
order fornext Monday. They contain two ad- 
mirable provisions, Oneof them 1sasfo.lows: 


Rule 16. Noorder or resolution involving di- 
rectly or indirectly the expenditure of money 
from the city Treasury, and no ordinance (ex- 
cept sucb ordinances as are sent tu *he Council 
by the Department of Public Works relating to 
public improvements, to be paid for by special 
assessment) shall be finally passed by the City 
Council until the same shall have been acted 
upon by a committee and published, except by 
unanimous consent. 


No snap gaine can be played on the honest 
members of the Council ur on the people after 
this rule has been adopted. No ordinance 
appropriating money or granting a franchise 
can be passed ‘the day it is introduced, except 
by unanimous consent. Where that is ob- 
tained it can be taken for granted that the 
measure is an unobjectionable one. Nor can 
any ordinance be passed until it has been 
considered by a committee and the report of 
that committee has been published. There ik 
little room for inconsiderate action where 
this is done, and ifa bad measure is intro- 
duced time will be given its opponents to 
call the attention of the public to its mis- 
chievous nature. Another rule is as foliows: 

Rale 48. When any ordinance is amended upon 
the consideration thereof it shall (unless unani- 
mous consent be given for immediate disposition) 
be deferred for final action until a subsequent 
regular or adjourned meeting of the Council and 
published in the proceedifgs of the Council as 
amended before being finally passed. 

This will enable the Aldermea to see how 
an ordinance reads after it has been amended 
before the vote is tazén on its final passage. 
They can see whether the measure is perfect 
and barmonious as it stands and whether one 
umendment does or does not interfere with 


some other amendment and create a doubt as

passing the ordinance, It has been the caso 
sometimes that amendments which at the 
first glance seemed proper, have been adopted, 
and it has been discovered afterwards that 
they were most miechievous. The crude, hur- 
ried legislation of the past will be bettered 
when this rule is adopted Monday night along 
with the others. 


HEBER NEWTON'S HERESY., 

The Rev. Dr. R. Heber Newton of All Souls’ 
Episcopal Church, New York City, Sunday 
last’ preached: a sermon which is likely to 
elicit severe criticism if not to secure his 


‘ presentment before the church authorities for 


heresy. Dr. Newton based his sermon on the 
text from the third verse of the first chapter 
of the Acts of the Aposties, ‘‘To whom also 
he showed himself alive after his passion by 
many infallible proofs.”’ In discussing the 
doctrine of the resurrection Dr. Newton cun- 
ceded that the church understands by it a 
physical resurrection and that the people and 
his disciples at the time believed it also, but 
he takes issue with the church and with the 
apostles, declaring that he cannot accept the 
testimony of the latter particularly, as no one 
sawhim ‘rising from the tomb and passing 
forth in the same identical form of his earth- 
ly body.” He takes issue even .with the 
doubting Thomas and intimates that he may 
have misunderstood what was said to him 
and misreported it.. in a very realistic way 
he affirms that our bodies cannot appear and 
disappear and go through closed doors. Ina 
word, it is Dr. Newton’s belief that the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ does not mean the res- 
urrection of the physical body. In his own 


language, he believes ‘that the spirit of . 


Jesus in the spiritual body, which is the 
house of the living after death, appeared to 
the disciples and made the reality of his com- 
bined life indisputable to them and thus gave 
them that faith in the power of which they 
started forth to conquer the world.”’ 

Thus it will be seen that Dr. Newton makes 
a sharp and clear issue with the church, the 
apostles, and those who were living at the time 
of Christ’s death. The despair of his position, 
however, is the absence of proof, If it can- 
not be proved that the physical body was res- 
urrected, if the apostles ang Thomas are not 
to be believed, though they were contem- 
poraneous with the occurrence, how can Dr. 
Newton prove that it wus the spiritual body 
that rose and how dves he account for the 
disappearance of the physical body? If the 
apostles and the doubting Thomas are not to 
be believed what more powerful inducements 
are there for believing the doubting New 
York doctor? Is he not as liable, is he not 
more liable, to be mistaken centuries away 
from the occurrence than those who were there 
at the time? Undoubtedly there will be 
much discussion over this vexed question 
and if Dr. Newton is brought up for heresy 
there will be long and learned statements by 
the theologians. But after all is said and 
done, how much better off shall we be, since 
it will only be a discussion in which nothing 
that is‘advanced can be proven? The morai 
of all this is that it is better to let the estab- 
lished beliefs along Interference with them 
is dangerous to the whole scheme of Chris- 
tianity ;’ so dangerous, indeed, that Dr. New- 
ton will probably find himselt in very hot 
water and will have to go outside the church 
if he sticks to his position, which he cannot 
prove, The only: safe course is to stand by 
the texts and the beliefs based upon them n- 
til absolute proof is found that they are in- 
correct. Dr. Newton thinks that if the phys- 
ical resurrection is insisted upon the whole 
vignificance of the*record is thrown away. 
But he apparently Goes not stop to think that 
if he insists upon the spiritual resurrection 
only he throws away the record itself. He is 
on dangerous ground. If the church wishes 
to preserve Christianity it must preserve the 
record intact. It cannot afford to let any 
part of it ge. 
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FARM PRODUCE AND SILVER. 

The Washington Post quotes the statement 
from a crank’s financial school that ‘ta debt 
for $1,000 that 1,000 bushels of wheat would 
have paid ten years ago now requires the 
farmer to give up 2,000 bushels of wheat in 
exchange for thoge déllars with which to pay 
the same debt.’’ The Post asks if this state- 
ment is true and says, *‘ unquestionably if it 
be not a faliacy, but a just and accurate state- 
ment of the case, the gold men soon will find 
themselves ina minority so insignificant as 
hardly to be worth considering.”’ 

The statement is nottrue. The Agricultural 
Bureau at Washington estimated the average 
farm value of wheatin 1884 as 64%) cents 
per bushel, and for 1894 as. 49.1 cents per 
bushel. fhedecline was only 24 per cent 
instead of 50 per cent. It was less than half 
what is claimed by the free silver extremist 
who has undertaken to lie his way through facts 
in order to bring the country to:a debased sil- 
ver pint eapareting The average price of 
No. 2 spring wheat in this market for the 
whole of 1885 was 83%{ cents per bushel, 
and the closing price last Monday was 61 
cents, being only 26 per cent below the aver- 
age price for 1885. Thetwo sets of figures 
are seen to be very closely accordant when it 
is remembered that the price ,in this city is 
loaded with the cost of transportation from 
the farm, which cost now is less than it was 
ten years ago. 

But if there hes been a decline of about 25 
per cent in the farm price of wheat that rule 
does not hold for other articies raised on the 
farm. There actually has been an increase in 
prices, as shown by the following little table 
of quotations for grain and flaxseed per 
bushel and live stock per pound, the first 
column of figures being the average prices in 
this market for 1885 and the second the cor- 
responding prices of last Monday here:

What for the shat dui, made in the same 
connection, that “the owners of products 
must now give up twice as much property to 
pay their taxes asin 1873"? The average 
prices of that year in this city, as expressed in 
currency of which it took $1.14 to buy $1 in 
gold, were - foilowa: Wheat, 1.1744; corn, 
37; oats, 28%{; flax, 1.70; cattle, 514; hogs, 
444; sheep, 444. Corn is 30 per cent higher, 
while hogs and oats are higher, and cattle are 
but ¢ cent lower. As measured on the gold 
basis the prices of all the articles named aver- 
aged lower in 1873 than now, except wheat, 
sheer, and flax, and thedatter was only about 
5 per cent higher. But it is important to take 
into account the fact that the cost of trans- 
portation from the farm to this city in 
1873 was nearly twice as great as the 
present cost, since it ig the price to the pro- 
duéer that is made the basis of an alleged ar- 
gument in favor of débasing the currency 
unit. Without fear of successful contradic. 
tion it may be affirmed that the prices of all 
farm produce, at the farm on which they are 
grown, average higher now than they did for 
the whole of 1873, and the average would be 
but slightly less than then if wheat were 
taken into the count along with all the rest. 
The price of wheat has decreased because of 
greater foreign competition, which would not 
be leseened by the adoption of free silver at 
And for all the 
rest it is telling a bold lie to claim that “the 


exchangeable value of the farmer’s products 
has decreased 1n proportion as the value of 
the silver dollar has depreciated.” 

Will the Washington Post and the numerous 
other papers which have quoted with more or 
less of approval the lymg statements made in 
a crank’s financial school, give their readers 
the benefit of these facts? If they will take 
the treuble to hunt up the figures for them- 
selves, making due allowance for the changes 
in the cost of transportation, they will find 
that the farmer has not suffered as alieged by 
the silver extremists, and that except in wheat 
they are doing better now than ten yeats ago 
or in the year when was com mitted the alleged 
“terrible crime’ of ceasing to recognize a 
coin which had not been in circulation for 
sixty-eignt ‘years. And if- they will lonk in- 
telligentiy at the facts they will discover 
grounds for believing that the depression in 
wheat was due to causes which would operate 
just as forcibly if we adopted “free coinage 
at 16 to 1.”’

CLEVELAND AND “SOUND MONEY.” 
Secretary Morton’s statement on the silver 
question, as published in Tuz Trisung Mon- 
day, is causing troub’e in the Democratic 
camp. Hedeciared his inability to believe 


| that an international congresa can establish 


permanently a commercial ratio between 
gold and silver any more than it could estab. 
lish one between rye and wheat, or. that silver 
can be restored to its former monetary place 
in the commerce of the world, Some persons 
assumed this to be intended as an explana- 
tion of what Mr. Cleveland meant by his use 
of the terms ‘*sound money’’ and “‘ safe cur- 
rency’’ in his letter to the Chicago Commer- 
cial club committee, and to show that Cleve- 
land understands the terms to mean ‘‘ gold 
alone.”’ In reference to this Mr. Cleveland 
has authorized the statement that he is in no 
manner responsible for Mr. Morton’s inter- 
view, and knew nothing of it till he read it fn 
the newspapers. Secretary Morton also has 
stated that the views expressed by him are his 
own, and that he spoke for no one else. 

An ordinary person might suppose this 
ought to settle the matter. Butitdoes not. 
It is now intimated that the unwillingness of 
the President to indorse the gold monor etal- 
lie views of the Seeretary is a sign that 
‘* Grover is hedging,’ that he is pfeparing to 
tack down from the position hitherto taken 
by him on the currency queation. This is un- 
fair and probably untrue. The President 
never has spoken out of line with the declara- 
tion,of the Democratic platform of 1892 for 
“the use of both gold and silvar as the 
standard money of the country,”’ but coupled 
with the demand for such a policy as ‘shall 
insure the maintenance of the parity of the 
two metals and the equal power of every dol- 
lar at all times in the markets and in the pay- 
ment of-debts.” There is no reason to think 
that his own definition of ‘sound money”’ 
and *‘ safe currency ”’ ever has been the * gold 
monometallism ’’ which the free silverites 
allege is wanted by all who oppose their 
clamorous demand for ‘free coinage at 16 
to 1, without waiting for the aid or consent of 
any other nation on earth.”’ The President 
simply is determined not to bea party to the 
debasement of the currency which the free 
silver extremists are working for, and his 
position in the matter will be approved by the 
honest men of both parties, Republicans in- 
dorsing it not less heartily than Democrats. 


A BILL FOR THE VALLEY, 

The Constitution say: ** The General As- 
setnbly shall never loan the credit of the 
State or make appropriations from the Treas- 
ury thereof in aid of railroads or canals.”’ 
But there is nothing in the Constitution or the 
laws which says that private individuals or 
corporations must not expend as much of 
their cash as they please in the corstruction 
of such works if they can get the right 
of way. 

Therefore, there is nothing illegal in the 
bill introduced yesterday by a Representa- 
tive from La Salle County, which declares 
that this State would like to see a waterway 
from Lake Michigan via the Desplaines and 
the Illinois to the guif, and is willing to do 
what it canto secure it. The bill provides 
for the appointment of a Commissioner of 
Waterways, who is author.zed to receive con- 
tributions of as:istance and money from pri- 
vate individuals and others who want to help 
in the construction of the waterway. 

This is not a bad idea. For some timea 
number of people in the valley have been ex- 
patiating on the necessity for a grand navi- 
gable channel between the lakes and the gulf 
and announcing that they would do all in 
their power td get it. Here will be their 
chance. The rich men in La Salle, Peoria, 
Joliet, and the other river towns ean shower 
their checks on the Commissioner of Water- 
ways. Those who have not money to give 
can take pick and shovel and put in a few 
days’ work on the waterway. Cooley can 
send in a contribution and also some advice. 
The vessel-owners who are fretting for a 
chance to sail from here to New Orleans will 
chip in. But the bulk of the money will come 
from the counties along the Illinois River, 
whose people think a waterway wiil be of the 
greatest benefit to them. Thus far they have 
been insisting Chicago or the General Gov- 


ernment should foot the bills, because there | 


was no way in which they could show their 
zeal by their works, 

This bill will be their opportunity. If it 
passes and the State gives the valley people a 
chance to spend their own private funds in 
the Desplaines and the Illinois, how gladly 
they will avail themselves of the opportunity.

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MORE INCOME Tax LITIGATION COMING, 

After the Supreme Court had decided that 
so much of the income tax law as attempted 
to impose a tax upon the rent or income of 
real estate was void, the owners of some of 
the largest anthracite coal mines in Pennayl- 
vania suggested to the Collector of internal 
Revenue in whose district they were that they 
ought to be exempt from taxation on their 
profits because their product is the product of 
the soil. He laid the matter before the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, who has just 
decided that the profits from coal mining are 
taxable, 

This decision covers much more than coal 
mines. It affects the owners of gold, silver, 
copper, and iron ore mines, who were encour- 
aged to believe, by the opinion of the Su. 
preme Court, that their products were exempt 
from taxation. It affects the Ptandacd Oil 
company, which has intimated that it ought 
not to be taxed because oil is a product of the 
soil,

of real estate are exempt they think their 
product, which is an incident of real estate, 
should be exempt also. | 

When coal or oil or timber lands are rented 
the lessors pay no income tax on the rents 
they receive. On that point the decision is 
clear. The rent of coal lands may be so 
heavy as to absorb all the profits, but that 
rent isnot taxable, If the owner of coal or 

oil or iron ore lands rents them he pays no 
tax. If he works them himself he pays a tax, 
and yet in both cases the gains are drawn 
from the same source—the land. 

It ia evident that here is an opportunity for 
abundant litigation carried on for many 
years. Small taxpayers grumble and pay 
their taxes, for they cannot afford to hire 
lawyers to fight them. Heavy taxpayers like 
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The large owners of timber lands are. 


he 


pany will hire the ablest iawyers in the coun- 
try and will carry on a legal warfare for 
years.. They will pay their taxes under pro- 
test, and if they win their case finally will get 
them back, perhaps at atime when tteir re- 
payment will inconvenience the government 
seriously. So indefinite is the decision of the 
Supreme Court as to what constitutes the 
‘income of real estate ” ‘hat the coal miners, 
etc., are justified in appealing from the ruling 
of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
who is animated by a desire to save as much 
of the law as he can soas to getall the reve- 
nue poasible out of it.

COOK CCUNTY C.VIL SERVICE BILL. 
The Cook County civil service reform bill 


was ordered toathird reading in the Senate 


yesterday. It is stated that this measure will 
apply if passed to only about one-tenth or 
less of the men who are on the county pay- 
rolls. It is said that it does not« apply to the 
employés of the Recorder’s office, the chuar- 
acter of whose work is such that they should 
be appointed on merit alone; orto the em- 
ployés of the County Clerk’s office or Treas- 
urer’s office, who should be chosen for com- 
petency rather than for politics. It does not 
apply to any of the clerks’ offices or tc the 
Sheriff’s office, but only to those institutions 
like the hospital and poorhoyse, which are 
managed directly by the County Board. 

Why have a fractional rerorm when it is 
just as easy and costs no more to have a com- 
plete reform? To have a Civil Service Board 
for all the offices is‘no more expensive than 
to have it for a single department. If reform 
is desirable to get better clerks in the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, why is it not desir- 
able to get better clerks in the Kecorder’s of- 
tice? The voters of this city would have 
laughed at the civil service law had it applied 
only to the Health Department and the City 
Clerk’s office. The voters of the county will 
laugh ata bill which leaves the mass of the 
em ployés unaffected. 

Is Senator Crawford, who favored this bill, 
aware of its limited scope? Did Senator @al- 
omon oppose it for that reason or because he 
is against civil serv.ce reformin toto? Did 
Superintendent of Public Service Jamieson 
work for the bill because it affected the pub- 
lic service of the county toso limited an ex- 
tent? 

Before this measure is submitted to the 
people it should be remodeled so as to be of 
general application, or they will not bother 
with it, 
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Ir is stated in the Springfield dispatches 
that some of the old Justices who were 
dropved by the Judges are “preparing to 
make a fight in the Senate.”” That means 
they want to secure the non-confirmation of 
the persons nominated as their successors, so 
that if the Senate adjourned sine die without 
having confirmed any one to fiil their places 
they might hang on, As far as Justice Foster 
is concerned this game should not be per- 
mitted to win.

If 
Altgeld refuses tosend in the name of the 
person selected to take Foater’s place, the 
Judges should make another nomination at 
once, and the name of the nominee must not 
be Foster.

WESTERN PASSENGER LINES’ RATE 
SITUATION I8 TOTTERING. 


Unless Some Understanding Is Reached 
Soon, Probably for a Transcontinental 
Association, Things Will Grow Worse— 
Immigrant Business in a Bad Way, Too 
Just Where the Trouble Seems to Lie 
-East-Bound Freight Rates Reported 
as Not Restored=Other Railway News, 


No materia! progress has been made by the 
lines east of the Missouri River in the pro- 
posed formation of a new agreement covering 
passenger work, though diligent work is being 
done by the executive officers of some of the 
interested roads. The lines west of the Mis- 
souri River, in what is known as the transcon- 
tinental territory, are practically a unit in 
the belief that a transcontinental association 
must. be established before any progress in 
the formation of an association of the Mis- 
souri River can be made, All lines interest- 
ed, it is asserted, have signified their willing- 
ness to join stich an orgapization, and 
simply are waiting now for develop- 
ments. East of the Missouri. River all 
agree that something must be done to check 
the existing demoralization in passenger 
rates throughout the West. Otherwise the 
large amount of business to Colorado, espe- 
cially the Teachers’ Association, which meets 
in Denver, will be carried at such low rates 
as to seriously affect the revenue.of the lines 
operating between Chicago and Denver, Im- 
portant conventions will be held also in the 
East, such as the Knights Templar in Boston 
Aug. 26 to 30 and the United Society of 
Christian Endeavor at Boston July 10 to 14, 
In the absence of any agreement it. is de- 
clared rates for these occasions will go all to 
yieces, ‘ 
It is admitted generally the rate situation 
in the territory of the Western lines’ Passen. 
ger Association is in an extremely shaky con- 
dition and liable to grow much worse unless 
sorme understanding can be reached soun. 
Not only is the regular rate situation in bud 
shape, but the immigrant rate question, 
which heretofor6 has caused but little trou- 
ble, is said to be in a deplorabie condition. 
This has been brought about by the Advisory 
committee discriminating against the Grand 
Trunk by permitting the use of differ- 
ential rates in Canadian and Eastern 
trunk line _—iterritory. This, it is 
saia, was .a_ serious blunder, and 
the Advisory committee is urged now to can- 
cel the agreement with the Canadian Pacific 
to avoid further complications. The Advis: 
ory committee,-when its arrangement grant- 
ing differentiais to the Canadian Pacific was 
made, agreed to stand firmly together, but 
late developments show thatthe Grand Trunk 
in its tight with the Western lines and the Ca- 
nadian Pacific has been given much assist- 
ance by lines in the Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation, and are therefore able to compete for 
the business on much more favorabie terms 
than other roads are able to secure with other

In other words, the 
Grand Trunk and its allies have put the Ca- 
nadian Pacific railway and the Advisory 
Boardin ahoie, Immigrant usiness thruugh 
the Canadian ports as weil as through Boston 
has practically been cut , loose from the 
control of the General Agent of the immi- 
grant clearing-house in New York. 
Grand Trunk manages to secure a large pro- 
portion of the immigrant business and is 
sending it over lines which befriend it. The 
first ward immigrant agents in New York, it 
is said, are paying little attention to their 
agreement with the Western lines and are di- 
verting a large amount of immigrant busi- 
ness as second-class, thus diverting the busi- 
ness from its legitimate channel and depriv- 
ing lines which are living up to thé agreement 
of their proper share of legitimate traffic, as 
the second-class business 1s not controlled by 
the clearing-house, The rule prohibiting first 
ward immigrant agents from doing domestic 
business is also being grossly violated, and a 
large quantity of this business is being tick- 
eted by the first ward agencies at greatly re- 
duced rates. 

The so-called Fugazzi business to the 
Pacitic coast also gives the Western lines 
much troubie, The position lateiy taken by 
the Union Pacific, allowing none of ‘the 
Fugazzi business to be diverted so long as 
the fight between the Grand Trunk and Cana- 
dian Pacific is permitted to exist, isa serious 
blow to the immigrant agreement. Fugazzi 
controls nearly 90 per cent of the Pacific 
coast immigrant traffic, and this business is 
now being ticketed over the Lackawanna road 
and practically taken from the control of the 
Joint Agent. All these complications and 
troubles make the Western passenger rate 
situation a most precarious one, and for this 
reason Vice-President Newman of the North- 
western and other high officials of Western 
roads are now making strenuous efforts to 
bring about the adoption of a new agreement 
which the General Passenger Agenta cannot 
violate or break up whenever they feei inclined

EAST-BOUND RATES NOT RESTORED. 


Unjust Discrimination Practiced Against 
the Chicago Lines. 

It is asserted that east-bound freight rates 
were not restored last Monday by all routes 
as agreed by the executive officers of the 
Eastern roads. The lines running east from 
Chicago and Chicago junction points have 
carried out the order of the joint committee, 
but the lines running east from St. Louis, 
Peoria, etc., are said to be still making the 
Same cut rates as before. Chicago and 
points common therewith have been closed 
tight, while Peoria and St. Louis are left 
wide open. The Missouri Pacific, it is said, 
has not received up to this date notice from 
any of its Eastern connections canceling 
the cut rates*heretofore in effect, although 
the agreement specifically provides that all 
rates from all points to the East must be 
restored to tariff on and after April22. The 
Erie within the last. two days, it 
is said, has effected a  combina- 
tion with the Missouri Pacific . and 
Wabash cutting down dairy rates from $75 
to $100 a car from Southwestern territory. 
The reason for this is that an attempt is be- 
ing made to establish a money pool via Chi- 
cago, this being the only point from which 
it is thought possible to carry out such an 
agreement. If the scheme succeeds at Chi- 
cago it is claimed it could be extended to 
other points. There is but little chance 
that the Chicago east-bound roads. will 
allow themselves to be used as cat’s-paws 
to pull the chestnuts out of the fire for the 
pool advocates, and as soon as they find out 
what sort of a game is being played by some 
of the trunk lines and their St. Louis and 
Peoria connections they will undoubtedly 
take a hand in the game, which they Gan 
play as well as the other fellows.
